Premier Bennett fired his first elec¬ 
tion salvo Tuesday with a challenge to 
public debate with the leaders of 
the NDP, any time, any place — but 
only on a three-to-one basis, 

Bennett said he would be prepared 
to engage in public debate with David 
Barrett, leader of the NDP: Robert 
Williams, former cabinet minister in 
the Barrett government, and Jim Kin- 
naird, leader of the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. 


Bennett would appear alone. 

But the NDP wasn't biting. 

Barrett said from Alaska that he 
would debate with Bennett any time 
anywhere on a one-on-one basis "face 
to face in front of the public” but that 
he would not accept a debate challenge 
with any conditions imposed. 

Williams said he couldn't under 
stand why he had even been invited 
because he was now a private citizen, 
not a politician. 


NDP house leader William King 
said he thought the challenge a little 
silly, "almost as silly as us sug¬ 
gesting that we'll debate with the pre 
mier if he’ll bring Bob Sommers and 
Jack Davis along." 

Sommers, a minister in a W AX'. 
Bennett cabinet, was convicted of ac¬ 
cepting bribes. Davis, a former mem¬ 
ber of the current cabinet, was con¬ 
victed of fraud involving airline 
tickets.

ISLAMABAD — Official sources said today former 
Pakistani prime minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was hanged 
shortly before sunrise in Rawalpindi district jail. 

The sources said Bhutto's body will be flown by plane 
and helicopter to his home tow n of Larkana in Sind province, 
where he will be buried. 

In Karachi, the Daily Jan g newspaper reported (he 
hanging in a special supplement. 

Bhutto, 51, who was ousted in 1977 by the current 
military government of President Mohammed Zia ul-liaq. 
was convicted of ordering the death of a political opponent 
while in office. 

The Daily Jang said that on Tuesday Zia rejected 
ail appeals to save the former prime minister. 

Bhutto. who spent a year in the death cell, was 
said Tuesday by members of his family to be resigned 
to his fate. 

Heads of government and state throughout the world, 
including Prime Minister Trudeau, U.S. President Carter 
and Pope John Paul, had asked Zia to show mercy.

Rights meeting ‘like 
boys ’ locker room ’

A B.C. Human Rights 
Commission meeting on 
Tuesday, dominated by nine 
male commission members, 
was often interrupted with 
sarcastic remarks about 
women and homosexuals 

"The meeting resembled a 
boys' locker room," said 
Norrie Preston, a member 
of the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of 
Women and its committee 
on human rights. 

Preston, who was at the 
approximately five-hour 
meeting as an observer, said 
it was "appalling." She and 
this reporter were the only 
members of the public at the 
meeting. 

The 12-member commis¬ 
sion, 10 men and two women, 
was appointed about six 
months ago by the provin¬ 
cial government. It is re¬ 
sponsible for human rights

education and the promotion 
of human rights awareness 
among the B.C. public. 

Ten members of the com¬ 
mission attended the meet¬ 
ing Tuesday at the board 
room of the labor ministry 
offices. Members are paid a 


per diem rate every time 
they meet. 

At the meeting, as the 
commission discussed a 
meeting to be held April 27 
at the well-known Devon¬ 
shire Hotel on Georgia 
Street in Vancouver, com¬ 
mission member Ted 
Pearce interjected: "That's 
good, that's where all the 
girls are." 

Pearce later sarcastically 
suggested (to laughter from 
commission members) that 
the commission should es¬ 
tablish a "take-a-gay-to- 
lunch day." 

Pearce also said at one 
point. rgiMring to women 
reporters in locker rooms, 
that men should "have 
rights to throw them the hell 
out of there.”

B.C. wilt go to the polls on Thursday, May 10. 
three years and five months after electing Premier 
Bennett and a Social Credit government. 

The campaign comes on top of a federal campaign 
leading to a national election only 12 days after 
B.C.’s. 

Bennett visited Government House shortly after 
6:30 p.m. Tuesday to request Lieutenant-Governor 
Henry Bell-Irving to dissolve the current session of 
the Legislature by proclamation. 

In announcing the election date, Bennett said he 
felt the people of B. C. should have the opportunity to 
make a clear choice on the type of government they 
need. 

Clear philosophical choice 

".It is a clear choice, a 
choice in philosophies,” he 
said. “The people must raise 
their voices on how they 
want their resources devel¬ 
oped.” 

He said that choice was 
between those who would 
turn all public resources 
over to others or just take 
them away from the peo¬ 
ple. 

His government, he said, 
had always believed in the 
rights-of the individual, in 
individual ownership and in 
the right of the people to own 
a share in their own re¬ 
sources. 

Bennett said he realized 
he was staking his political 
future on his “revolutionary 
idea” to distribute five free 
shares in the B.C. Resources 


Investment Corporation to. 
the people of B.C. He said 
that New Democratic Lead¬ 
er David Barrett had al¬ 
ready threatened to stop 
that distribution if he was 
returned to office before the 
actual share handout takes 
place in mid-August. 

Barrett did make that 
statement when the shares 
were first announced, but 
later changed his stand to 
state that it was now too late 
to stop distribution. William 
King, NDP house leader, 
confirmed that view follow¬ 
ing Bennett’s announce¬ 
ment. 

“Distribution of the 
shares is not the way we 
would have gone,” he said. 
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Sales-tax cut 
stays, rest

The assurances of Monday 
became the promises of May 
10 Tuesday when Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor Henry Bell- 
Irving dissolved the B.C. 
Legislature at the request of 
Premier Bennett. 

Dissolution placed all the 
promises of the budget 
speech delivered Monday in 
limbo until after the May 10 
vote. 

Bennett stated categori¬ 
cally, however, that the 
sales-tax reduction from 
five per cent to four per 
cent, was in effect and 
would remain in effect until 
changed by whichever group 
forms the government after 
the election. 

Other promises, including 
(he $2.5 million pledged to 
Victoria for a convention 
centre on Wharf Street, can-" 
not be fulfilled until ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature. 


Ilcnnytt said Tuesday 
night that if his party is re¬ 
turned to power on May 10 
all the promises in the bud¬ 
get speech would be kept. 

The premier had no an¬ 
swer to the apparent dis¬ 
crepancy in the budget 
speech and detailed legisla¬ 
tion guaranteeing a two per¬ 
centage point drop in pro¬ 
vincial personal income tax 
— againjf the government is 
re-elected. 

In the budget speech Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
promised a two percentage 
point drop this year. In the 
legislation the cutback is for 
one percentage point this 
year, a second percentage 
point in 1980. 

"You'll have to ask the 
minister,” Bennett told the 
Colonist. "All I know is that 
we agreed to two percentage 
points.”

The NDP, now faced with the job o.f mounting 
simultaneous federal and provincial election cam¬ 
paigns. accused Premier Bennett Tuesday of trying 
to retain power by confusing the public. 

But at the same time it said it was more highly 
organized and better pre¬ 
pared for the fight than Ben- ] 
nett may have anticipated. 

“There's going to be mas¬ 
sive confusion on the elec¬ 
tion front," said Yvonne 
Cocke, provincial campaign 
manager for the NDP. "But 
because we are one party 
federally and provinciall.v 
we expect to do all right. It 
doesn’t present any organi¬ 
zational problem to us.” 

Some NDP strategists feel 
the provincial election is | 
going to be a major plus 
factor for their party when 
the federal election follows 
just 12 days later. 

The reasoning is this: the NDP normally takes 
about 40 per cent of the vote provinciall.v, but only 
about 21 lo 25 per cent in federal elections. The 
thought is that this time the heavier percentage of 
provincial votes will carry over into the federal 
election. 

But the NDP isn’t the only party counting on a 
one-two election punch. 

CONSERVATIVE LEADER Victor Stephens, 
the solitary Tory figure in the house when the 
session ground to a halt Tuesday, says he is con¬ 
vinced the party is ready to make its best showing in 
30 years and that this would be reflected in Southern 
Ontario May 22. Both the Liberals and Tories feel 
Southern Ontario, particularly Toronto, will be the 
deciding factor in the national contest. 

The NDP, with 36 candidates nominated so far. 
will launch its campaign Saturday when party leader 
David Barrett speaks at a Prince George rally. 

"People are going to find it difficult to determine 
which candidate is running for which level of govern¬ 
ment, as well ps figuring out what day and at what 
polling station they should vote," Cocke said. 

"THE ONLY POSSIBLE explanation is that 
Premier Bennett wants to deliberately confuse the 
electorate in order to sneak back into power, 

“A provincial election at this time is totally 
unnecessary. Instead of calling an election with 
almost two years left in his term. Premier Bennett 
should be taking action lo deal with the serious 
unemployment probem facing the province.” 

Cocke said many Social Credit workers would be 
found working on both the Liberal and Conservative 
federal campaigns. Federal NDP leader Ed Broad- 
bent, campaigning in Edmonton, agreed. 

Cocke said federal election advertising would 
leave very little television time open to the provincial 
campaign beginning April 22, and predicted Social 
Credit would turn to American stations. Her party 
wouldn't, she said.

OTTAWA (CP) — Former 
solicitor-general Warren 
Allmand testified Tuesday 
that he thought RCMP “in¬ 
telligence probes," which 
involved breaking into 
homes and offices without 
warrant, were being carried 
out legally. 

Allmand. testifying before 
a royal commission into 
RCMP wrongdoing, also 
characterized as "absolute¬ 
ly false" retired RCMP 
commissioner W. L. llig- 
gitt's contention that he told 
Allmand the RCMP were 
opening mail and doing 
other things illegally. 

Allmand was the first

high-level witness not to in¬ 
voke protection of the Can¬ 
ada Evidence Act while an¬ 
swering questions. 

Two law suits already 
have been filed in Montreal 
against the RCMP dealing 
with matters being consider¬ 
ed by the commission.

Tex., said 
her daughter w as "a per¬ 
fect child" who was in¬ 
terested in bettering her¬ 
self and helping others. 

Earlier. Rosemary 
Porter. 26, of Beaumont, 
Tex., one of Karen Silk- 
wood's younger sisters, 
testified that Miss Silk¬ 
wood. frightened and 
hysterical, said she 
wanted to quit her job 
with the Kerr-McGee 
Corp. and believed she 
would be dead in five 
years. 

Miss Silkwood s moth¬ 
er testified that during 
TtfveraL telephone calls 
the last week and a half 
Karen Silkwood was 
alive, she was nervous, 
upset and concerned 
about her health. 

Mry Silkwood said her 
daughter told her she 
was coming home soon 
and did not want her par¬ 
ents to come to Oklaho¬ 
ma 

"She told me there 
wasn't anything you 
could do if a person is 
exposed to radiation." 
Mrs. Silkwood said. "She 
said there is no cure." 

About four days before 
she died in a Nov. 13, 
1971, auto crash. Miss 
Silkwood had calmed 
down some, Mrs. Silk¬ 
wood testified She 
added: "But I could tell 
from her voice some¬ 
thing was wrong she 
wasn't telling me." 

The Silkwood estate, 
which rested its case 
Tuesday, is suing the 
Kerr-McGee Corp. and a 
subsidiary for $11.5 mil 
lion in damages, alleging 
negligence in connection 
with Miss Silkwood s plu 
Ionium contamination. 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — A troublesome gas bubble 
no longer poses any significant danger of explosion at 
the disabled Three Mile Island nuclear power plant near 
here, a federal government official said Tuesday. 

Declaring "the bubble has been eliminated for all prac¬ 
tical purposes," Harold Denton of the Nuclear Regu¬ 
latory Commission told reporters: "I think the danger 
point is considerably down from where it was a few 
days ago." ' 

"I WOULD SAY THERE is no more bubble at the top of 
the core. ... We no longer consider a hydrogen explosion a 
significant problem. The site remains stable . . . the 
bubble poses no further significant safety problem." 

Meanwhile, speculation arose that the reactor might 
have to be junked, but one NRC official said he doubts 
that. 

As Denton, President Carter's special representative, 
spoke at a briefing, tension eased in the week-long crisis 
caused by the worst nuclear mishap in United Slates history. 
Civil Defence officials said between 80,000 and 250,000 of 
the region's. 950.000 people had temporarily pulled out. 
but thousands returned Tuesday and some schools were 
reopened. 


Progress reported in Three-Mile Island threat 

End soon for nuclear exile? 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) 
— As word spread of 
progress in containing the 
dahger at the Three Mile 
Island nuclear plant, re¬ 
lieved residents began end¬ 
ing their self-imposed exile 
Tuesday to return to homes 
and jobs they had fled in 
fear. 

Thousands—estimates 
ranged from 80,000 to 250,900 
—had evacuated their 
homes after the accident 
last Wednesday that crip¬ 
pled the nuclear facility and 
spewed radioactivity into 
the air. 

But with the danger ap¬ 
parently waning, they were 
returning—slowly. And the 
run on area banks by cus¬ 
tomers seeking funds in case 
of an evacuation had ended 
by Tuesday. 

Roman Catholic schools in 
the area reopened Tuesday 
and officials planned to re¬ 
sume classes Wednesday at 
all public schools except 
those within a eight-kilo- 
metre circle of the plant. All 
sehools-within 15 kilometres 
of the facility—and some 
beyond—had been closed 
since Friday. 

But while some private 
and public employees start¬ 
ed returning to their jobs, 
abnormal absenteeism con¬ 
tinued and businessmen 
were talking of a financial 
disaster in the millions of 
dollars. 

"The economic loss cur¬ 
rently is substantial and will 
continue to grow," said 
president Matthew Douglas 
of the Harrisburg Chamber 
of Commerce. "I'm sure the 
loss will be astronomical, in 
the millions." 

In the state capital, where 
it was business as usual, 30 
per cent of the state’s 22,000 
employees failed to show up 
for work. Absenteeism 
dropped to 20 per cent Tues¬ 
day. compared to a normal 
rate of 10 per cent. 

J. E. Krug, manager of a 
large Sears Roebuck and Co. 
department store here, re¬ 
ported 25 per cent of his 
employees absent on Mon¬ 
day, Twenty-four hours

Whatever success authorities have in achieving a cold 
shutdown of the crippled No. 2 nuclear reactor. Denton 
said the unit is not likely to be back in operation for "a 
considerable period of time." 

HE SAID THE temperature in the nuclear core remains 
at 280 degrees. 

Robert Bernero. an NRC decontamination expert, ar¬ 
rived from Washington to assess ways of eventually 
cleaning up the radiation in the facility — a task he said 
would take "many, many months, maybe a year or 
two." 

But Bernero was skeptical of suggestions in Washing¬ 
ton that the reactor is so contaminated by radiation 
that it will have to be abandoned. “I doubt that it can¬ 
not be used again ... I don't know ,” he said. 

HE WAS RESPONDING to a comment by Colorado 
Democratic Senator Gary Hart, chairman of the U.S. Senate 
public works subcommittee on nuclear regulation, that the 
plant might become "a $l-billion mausoleum" more costly 
to repair than it was to build. The figure applies to the entire 
facility, including a second, undamaged reactor. 

Arizona Democratic Representative Morris Udall. 
chairman of the U^S. House of Representatives energy 
subcommittee, called Hart's comment "speculation." But 
Udall said contamination in the reactor building is "so bad it 
will be months before any possible clean-up can begin, if 
indeed a clean-up is possible." 


REACTOR 
RETURNS 
TO WORK 

SEOUL (AP) — South 
Korea’s only nuclear power 
plant, troubled by “minor" 
radioactive water leakage, 
will resume operation late 
today or early Thursday, of¬ 
ficials of the science and 
technology ministry report¬ 
ed. 

They said the trouble was 
discovered March 26 during 
a routine checkup and was 
"merely a normal disorder" 
that has been corrected. 

South Korea has also pur¬ 
chased Candu reactors 
which are in plants under 
construction. 

The science and technol¬ 
ogy minister. Choi Chong 
wan—who reported the trou¬ 
ble at a news conference 
Tuesday—attributed the 
suspension of the plant's op 
eration to trouble in a reac¬ 
tor coolant pump in the pri¬ 
mary system of the nuclear 
power plant. 

He said some water leak¬ 
age containing radiation 
from the coolant pump was 
found in the primary system 
but it was corrected by the 
manufacturer, the U.S.

Fewer answers 
more truth 

WHAT’S THE TRUTH about the dangers of 
nuclear power? The problem is that we get 
more than one answer. 

For five days information statements from 
Metropolitan Edison, operator of. the Three 
Mile Island nuclear plant in Pennsylvania, 
were consistently more optimistic than state¬ 
ments from the U.S. federal Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission which was also on the scene 
and ^canning the same data. On several occa¬ 
sions information from the company turned 
out to be wrong. 

State Governor Dick Thornburgh talked 
about the “the waves of conflicting stories 
affecting the public mood.” 

President Carter, trying to head off what 
news reports called a “credibility crisis,” 
finally told the company to clam up, to issue no 
more statements. From now on, he decreed, the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission would make 
all the public statements on what was happen¬ 
ing at the stricken plant. 

Understandable, under those circum¬ 
stances. But is the Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission infallible? The Three Mile Island inci¬ 
dent shows it isn’t. 

Closer to home, we have Arthur Porter, 
chairman of a Royal Commission looking 
into Ontario’s power needs, saying that the 
danger of a melt-down in that province’s 
nuclear plants is 100 times greater than Ontario 
Hydro and the Atomic Energy Control Board 
say it is. He is a consultant, a former indust¬ 
rial engineering professor. 

What we need is a blue ribbon task force to 
take a brand new look at the case for and 
against nuclear power. But it must be a 
group which is beyond challenge in expertise — 
and with a talent for telling the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. 


Some laws 
for graduates

scientific laws. About gravity, about energy, 
about squares on triangles. 

After we leave school we discover there are 
other laws at work in the working world 
which nobody has taught us. Here are a few. 
They have all been verified many times over, 
likely by you, too: 

Probably most significent is Murphy’s Law 
which states: If anything can go wrong, it

Such laws do not go unchallenged, of 
course. O’Toole’s Commentary on Murphy’s 
Law argues that Murphy was an optimist. 
O’Toole claims: if there is a possibility of 
several things going wrong, the one that 
will go wrong is the one that will do the most 
damage. 

The truth of this has been illustrated more 
than once by Jenning’s Corollary which says:- 
the chance of the bread falling with the but¬ 
tered side down is directly proportional to the 
cost of the carpet. 

On an allied theme is The Unspeakable 
Law: As soon as you mention something ... if 
it’s good it goes away ... if it’s bad, it hap¬ 
pens. 

Well known in many disciplines is Mair’s 
Law: if the facts do not conform to the theory, 
they must be disposed of. Related to it is Gor¬ 
don’s First Law which says: if a research 
project is not worth doing at all, it is not worth 
doing well. 

Finally, Etorre’s Observation: the other 
line moves faster. 

If you have other contributions, we wel¬ 
come them in the interests of higher educa¬ 
tion.

What the Sinai agreement gives Israel 


LONDON — Israelis, understand- 
bly, have grown to see their relation¬ 
ships With the Arabs almost exclusive¬ 
ly in military terms. Thirty years of 
war does tend to have that effect. That 
is why they have signed the peace 
agreement with Egypt, although for 
many Israelis (including Prime Minis¬ 
ter Menachem Begin) it is deeply 
painful to give back the Sinai lands 
that they had conquered and begun to 
colonize. 

It is widely believed that in giving 
Sinai back to the Egyptians over the 
next three years Israel will be taking a 
military risk for a political gain. Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the truth 
There was, or course, no possibility 
that Egypt’s gravely weakened armed 
forces, hamstrung by five years of 
Soviet arms embargo, could fight Is¬ 
rael at the moment anyway, but the 
peace trfaty means they can never do 
so with hope of success. 

Land war is decisively affected by 
geography and the Sinai peninsula has 
always been Israel’s great advantage 
in its wars with Egypt. It is 120 miles 
of barren desert, crossed by a moun¬ 
tain range at its western edge (near 
the Suez Canal) through which there 
are only three passes. Any armies 
fighting in this desert have to bring all 
their supplies from outside — which is 
why Israel has always won. 


The immmense quantities of food, 
water, fuel and ammunition needed by 
modem mechanized armies fighting in 
the Sinai (and all reinforcements) 
must come from the national centres 
of population and industry. In Israel’s * 
case, these centres are in Israel prop¬ 
er, only a few hours’ drive away by 
many good roads. 

But Egypt’s equivalent centres are 
in the Nile Valley and Delta, 10 times 
as far away from the frontier. To 
reach the Egyptian-Israeli border, 
Egyptian forces and supplies must 
cross 90 miles of desert, make their 
way across the Suez Canal, filter 
through three narrow mountain passes 
and then cross another 100 miles of 
desert. 

In these circumstances, it is 
scarcely surprising that Egypt has lost 
badly every time it fought on the 
frontier. On the last two occasions. 
1950 and 1967, its retreating armies 
were virtually annihilated as they 
tried to squeeze back through the 
mountain passes of western Sinai. 

Fifteen or 20 Egyptian soldiers died 
for every Israeli in those campaigns — 
and although Israeli troops were cer¬ 
tainly better trained, equipped and 
led. they certainly weren’t worth 20 
Egyptians each. The great majority of 
Egyptians died in the retreats, 
slaughtered by Israeli air power in the * 



If it’s made in the U.S.S.R. 
the Soviets will scorn it 


MOSCOW — Not long ago 
a cartoon in the Moscow 
satirical weekly Krokodil 
showed a young girl wearing 
oversize American jeans 
and telling her friends: 
"Never mind their size, they 
have the right brand name 
on them.” 

By now the Russians’ de¬ 
votion to jeans is hardly 
news. They are passionately 
devoted to anything Ameri¬ 
can. But the cartoon illus¬ 
trated something more than 
this passion for the Ameri¬ 
can way of life. It showed 
how potent a hold brand 
names have on people, 
whether In the West or in the 
East. 

The Krokodil cartoon, al¬ 
though intended as satire, 
illustrated something else: 
the lack of confidence Soviet 
society has in its own 
achievements. 

This lack of confidence is 
not something specifically 
connected with Russian psy¬ 
chology but is shared with 
many developing societies. 
In backward countries one is 
always struck by the craze 
for foreign goods because it 
is assumed, sometimes 
without any genuine reason, 
that any article manufac¬ 
tured abroad is better pro¬ 
duced and better designed. 

What is so odd is that in 
developing countries, for in¬ 
stance India or Brazil, there 
is also a lurking pride In 
their ability to match for- 
eign-manufactured goods. 
There is simultaneously a 
tendency to say and think 
that they can produce things 
just as well. Brazilians, for 
example, are proud of the 
automobiles they produce — 
even though under a foreign 
brand name.

Curiously enough, while 
the Russians share with de¬ 
veloping societies the craze 
for foreign goods, they are 
utterly lacking in pride 
about their own products. 
The words “made in 
U.S.S.R.” for the over¬ 
whelming majority of Soviet 
citizens, mean bad quality 
and bad design. It is well 
nigh impossible to convince 
any Soviet consumer that 
something made in his own 
country is worth having. For 
such naive thoughts, the 
foreigner is pitied. 

This credibility gap be¬ 
tween Soviet goods and their 
domestic consumers is one 
of the most potent points of 
frustration. Even when So¬ 
viet goods are well made, 
they are poorly designed and 
very poorly packed and dis¬ 
played. The result is a disbe¬ 
lief in their quality as a 
whole. 

Soviet leaders frequently 
denounce shoddy goods and 
call for better quality. But 
their calls do not produce 
much result — apart from a 
lot of unsuccessful confer¬ 
ences devoted to improving 
quality. 

One solution, yet to be 
tried, could bring about a 
change in the attitude of 
consumers and consequent¬ 
ly in the image of Soviet 
goods: to go flat out produc¬ 
ing one or two lines which 
earn a good name abroad for 
their appearance and qual¬ 
ity and are constantly avail¬ 
able at home. 

If this happened, the So¬ 
viet consumer would change 


his attitudes fairly soon. The 
pity is that a base does exist 
for Soviet industry to per¬ 
form such a trick. Everyone 
is highly impressed by Japa¬ 
nese cameras. But how 
many people realize that, 
for many of these cameras, 
the bodies, or cases, are 
often supplied to Japan by 
the Soviet Union? 

Another curious thing. 
Russians do have a number 
of quite reasonable and good 
quality cameras of their own 
which enjoy a steady sale 
abroad. But they arc not of 
image-building quality. Rus¬ 
sians have made little effort 
to incorporate into them 
modern techniques of an in¬ 
novative kind. 

The result is that they lack 
recognition and the discern¬ 
ing Soviet consumer tries to 
buy East German cameras 
and hankers after Japanese 
and West German ones. 

It seems that the policy¬ 
makers do not care for 
building up an image of per¬ 
formance and service for 
their goods, even though 
they know that an outstand¬ 
ing image could transform 
Soviet consumer relations 
by encouraging better qual¬ 
ity products. 

Meanwhile Ivan and Nata¬ 
sha will go on wanting 
American jeans, paying 
fancy prices for them and 
making themselves look 
slightly ridiculous as 
dummy Americans. 

Is it, after all, beyond the 
capacity of Soviet industry 
to produce a satisfactory 
quantity and quality of 
jeans? In theory, not. But in 
reality Soviet industry 
seems utterly incapable of 
organizing and marketing 
such a product. 



huge traffic jams around the passes. 
The eastern Sinai, near the Israeli 
border, is a natural death trap for an 
Egyptian army. 

It is very significant that the only 
time the Egyptians did comparatively 
well was in 1973, when they were fight¬ 
ing along the Suez Canal. Their own 
supply problems were greatly les¬ 
sened and it was Israel that had to 
bring everything across the Sinai pen¬ 
insula. 

The main reason the Israeli army 
so readily agreed to withdraw from 
the Canal to east of the passes in the 
disengagement agreements of 1974-75 
was that it realized it had been fight¬ 
ing on the wrong side of Sinai in 1973. 
Now Israel is withdrawing all the way 


back to its own border and in doing so 
it is getting the best of both worlds 

The entire 120-mile width of the 
Sinai peninsula is either demilitarized 
or a “restricted armaments” zone for 
the Egyptians, whereaSf Israeli forces 
can concentrate only five miles behind 
the frontier. An Egyptian surprise at 
tack like 1973 is utterly impossible. If 
there ever were a war then it would be 
fought in eastern Sinai, where Egypt 
always loses. 

But the Sinai agreement doesn't 
just mean Israel doesn't have to worry 
about Egypt any more. It means that it 
doesn’t have to worry about Syria 
either, even if Iraq should carry 
through on its promise to send most of 
its own large army and air force to the 
Syrian front. 

For the first time in Its history. 
Israel can throw almost everything it 
has on to the “Eastern Front ” facing 
Syria and Jordan at the outbreak of a 
war, in the confident knowledge that it 
would still have time to shift its forces 
south to deal with the Egyptians 
should they join in. 

What that means, in practical 
terms, is that Syria and its allies would 
not dare to get into a war with Isiael. 
Or to put it even more plainly® the 
Sinai agreement gives Israel what it 
has always sought: a guarantee that 
none of its neighbors will attack it. 


The U.S. ponders a law 
to end budget deficits 


WASHINGTON — Surging 
inflation threatens to build 
new support in the United 
States for a constitutional 
amendment requiring a ba¬ 
lanced federal budget. 

Both friends and foes of 
the amendment say higher 
inflation — lastest projected 
annual rate, 15 per cent — 
could become a pivotal fac¬ 
tor supporting the amend¬ 
ment drive. 

Already, 28 of the required 
34 states have passed peti¬ 
tions demanding that either 
Congress or a constitutional 
convention approve an 
amendment. The National 
Taxpayers Union, key orga¬ 
nizer of the drive, predicts it 
will gain the necessary 
states by June. 

Opponents, including the 
White House, meanwhile are 
pondering a number of pos¬ 
sible steps that could be 
taken to thwart the budget¬ 
balancing tide. 

A top White House aide 
says the amendment drive is 
shaping up as “the most im¬ 
portant domestic issue of 
the year” — an issue that 
could have an impact for 
years to come. 

Administration officials 
have a double dose of trou¬ 
ble with the amendment ef¬ 
fort. One problem is eco¬ 
nomic. The other is 
political. 

White House officials con¬ 
sider an amendment man¬ 
dating a balanced budget to 
be an economic disaster. A 
tight, constitutional rule 
would take away a great 
deal of the president's flexi¬ 
bility to deal with the ups 
and down of the economy, 
officials say. 

Just as urgently, passage 
of the politically popular 
amendment could be a boon 
to the Jerry-come-lately of 
taxcutters, Gov. Edmund G. 
(Jerry) Brown Jr. of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Brown, whose White 
House ambitions are much 
more transparent than the 
California smog, has linked 
his political future with the 
balanced budget drive. 

The amendment, analysts 
note, gives Brown a highly 
useful vehicle. The amend¬ 
ment is widely supported, 
and some of that popularity 
could rub off. The amend¬ 
ment also gives Brown a 
ready answer when asked 
what he would do about the 
nation's number one prob¬ 
lem, inflation. 

Poll after poll shows infla¬ 
tion to be the public’s top 
concern. In addition, polls 
also find voters often listing 
government spending, espe¬ 
cially deficit spending, to be 
indissolubly linked. For 
Brown — voila — the 
amendment, the perfect 
issue. 

Up to now. the White 
House has handled the 
amendment issue gingerly. 
President Carter publicly 
said he didn't think a bud- 
get-balancing amendment 
was a good idea. But for 
weeks the White House kept 
mum about an internal task 
force it was organizing to 
fight the amendment. 

The task force will work 
with other opponents to edu¬ 
cate, cajole and otherwise 
work against the amend¬ 
ment in remaining states. 
White House aides say they 
already see signs the rush 
toward approval of the

amendment idea is slowing. 

Various opponents, on 
Capitol Hill gtnd elsewhere, 
also are considering a num¬ 
ber of options to halt or slow 
the approval process in the 
states. Among those being 
discussed: 

• Balance the budget. 
Some officials on Capitol 
Hill would like to advance a 
budget that was balanced — 
just to show who would lose 
and how much. 

One big loser probably 
would be the states and loca¬ 
lities, which are slated to get 
over (80 billion in aid this 
year. Since the federal bud¬ 
get is about (44 billion in the 
red, the deficit could vanish 
by cutting state aid in half. 

• Raise the convention 
spectre. The White House 
seems to like this one — 
namely, scaring everyone 
about the possibilities that 


might result from a full 
fledged constitutional con¬ 
vention: it might get out of 
hand, abolish cherished civil 
rights, outlaw abortion or 
whatever. 

• Pass a meaningful, but 
acceptable. amendment. 
For instance, an in-between 
amendment might be one 
permitting Washington to 
spend only “X” per cent of 
the nation’s gross national 
output. That would leave 
some flexibility and put a 
cap on spending. 

If none of this works, the 
U.S. could wind up with an 
amendment — either adopt¬ 
ed by Congress and ap¬ 
proved by the states, or 
adopted by convention and 
approved by the states. 

It couldn't come soon 
enough for some supporters. 
The current deficit spend¬ 
ing, says amendment-sup¬ 
porter Rep. Andrew Jacobs 
Jr. (D) of Indiana, is “just 
like pouring water into your 
soup.” '

Dear Mr. McKinnon: 

1 have been unsuccessful in getting a positive re- 
sponsy from the faceless bureaucracy in the Victoria 
Unemployment Insurance office, and am therefore ap 
pealing to you for help. The details of my plight are as 
follows; 

Due to the weather, the logging company Weldwood 
Canada Ltd., laid me off on Decembers, 1978 at which 
time I applied for VI benefits to the Powell River of¬ 
fice (Dec. 12). I indicated on my application my 
Victoria address, where I expected to get my call back 
by Weldwood later in February. 

When I did not receive any notification from the UI. 
I went to the Victoria office on Feb. 12. and was told to 
reapply and was given two cards to make out, but was 
assured 1 would get my first cheque in two to three 
weeks After waiting another three weeks without 
receiving any cards or cheque, I returned only to be 
told to make out two more cards and wait another two 
weeks. 

To dale I have not received any UI benefits, nor 
found any work, but I have received a letter from a U’l 
assessor and two more cards to fill in. 

With my savings gone, I have had to vacate my 
apartment and move in with my parents. The frustrat¬ 
ing part is that I cannot get to someone who can tell me 
how I can get my benefits or why there is any delay. 

It appears at present that either the office of Unem¬ 
ploy ment Insurance in Victoria is being grossly mis¬ 
managed to the detriment of those least able to afford 
it. or that there is deliberate delay in accepting new ap 
plications as a misguided method of reducing unem¬ 
ployment statistics. In cither ease it would seem 
that the ministry is entirely insensitive to the plight of 
the unemployed taxpayer.

The B.C. government 
committee investigating 
food prices has finally re¬ 
leased its report. As was to 
be expected they can find 
nothing wrong with the large 
amount of cash B.C. con¬ 
sumers are forced to part 
with at the supermarket 
checkouts in return for a 
liny basket of groceries. 

If the findings of the com¬ 
mittee had been otherwise it 
would have been an admis¬ 
sion that the Socreds were 
terribly wrong to abolish the 
food price controls that were 
applied when the NDP was 
in power.

Logging 
favored 
over fish 

I read your editorial enti¬ 
tled Logs vs no fish and note 
your support of the federal 
fisheries in the controversy 
with the logging industry at 
Riley Creek in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. At the 
outset let me state that I 
have no connection with the 
fishing or logging industries 
except as a taxpayer who 
Mjpportx without choice the 
fishing industry through the 
federal fisheries program. 

The claim that logging the 
slopes of Riley Creek may 
result in landslides that may 
interfere with spawning 
beds may be valid. 

However, if the total bed 
was damaged irrevocably — 
a most unlikely situation — 
and if the total fish produc¬ 
tion from Riley Creek was 
lost forever, it really would 
not affect the total of fish 
production from British Co¬ 
lumbia rivers in a signifi¬ 
cant degree. 

The complete eradication 
of salmon from Riley Creek 
is an extremely unlikely pos¬ 
sibility and' certainly we 
have the technology to re-in¬ 
troduce fish and to recreate 
spawning beds. 

On the other hand, should 
we deny the cutting of trees, 
which will eventually be¬ 
come non-merchantable 
through aging and disease 
and will blow down anyway, 
in order to protect a re¬ 
source that can be main¬ 
tained by technological 
means. 

Is it not possible that some 
federal fisheries officials 
are becoming too authori¬ 
tarian and dogmatic in their 
approach to total resource 
management?

Weston bid called 4 pure power trip 9 


Ottawa ready, willing 


TORONTO (CP) — Small 
business spokesman John 
Bulloch added another di¬ 
mension lo the battle for 
control of Hudson's Bay Co. 
Tuesday, calling the bid by 
giant food retailer George 
Weston Ltd. “a pure power 
; trip." 

Bulloch also condemned a 
rival bid for the family in 
terests of newspaper baron 
Kenneth Thomson, saying, 
however, it was* not as 
frightening as Weston's-be 1 
J cause it was less of a threat 
lo the small retailer. 
r\ Bulloch, president of the 
Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business, said his 
group plans to file an appli¬ 
cation under the Combines 
; Investigation Act requesting 


an official inquiry into the 
deal. 

At a news conference,’ 
Bullock appeared furious 
with Weston directors. 

"They’re not doing this to 
be bigger, better and more 
efficient,” he said. 

"This is a power trip pure 
an3 simple. All the records 
show that Weston Is a very 
inefficient company which 
has grown primarily by ac< 
quisition." 

He said Weston will have 
no trouble financing the 
takeover. 

“When you get to be as big 
as they are, you own the 
banks. The company wants 
to use Canadian savings to 
finance a power trip and an 


ego trip by the people on the 
Weston board.” 

Bulloch said the recent 
rash of takeovers in the de¬ 
partment store field, includ¬ 
ing the takeover of Simpsons 
Ltd. by Hudson's Bay. “hs 
increased the amount of 
concentration in this market 
to a point where a few com¬ 
panies have a virtual 
stranglehold on Canada's 
department store sales." 

“If the Weston takeover of 
the Bay succeeds, the com¬ 
petitive structure of the in¬ 
dustry will again be sub¬ 
stantially reduced through 
substitution of a powerful 
firm for a smaller, but al¬ 
ready dominant company,” 
he said. 

"As a result, smaller 
firms will be dissuaded from

aggressively competing in 
the market as entry barriers 
are raised.” 

A Weston-Bay combina¬ 


tion, he said, would also give 
the merged companies the 
financial muscle to control 
prices, assuring the market 
will become even more 
rigid. 

Bulloch, whose federation 
has a membership of 54,000, 
said the only danger in a 
Thomson-Bay merger would 
be a possible reduction in 
advertising space for small 
local merchants In the many 
weekly newspapers owned 
by Thomson. 

Meanwhile, Weston an¬ 
nounced Tuesday it is pro¬ 
ceeding with its offer of 540 
a share for control of Hud¬ 
son's Bay Co., popularly 
known as the Bay. 

Weston has offered 540 a 
share for 51 per cent of the 
Bay while Thomson has in¬ 


creased its offer to 5-75 from 
531 a share for BO-per-ccnt 
interest. 

The question facing the 
more than 30,000 sharehold¬ 
ers is whether 535 in cash for 
SO per cent of their holdings 
is worth as much as 510 in 
cash and stock for 51 per 
cent. 

Thomson is offering to buy 
uny and all shares offered 
uploa maximum 60 per cent 
of the 33 million issued Bay 
shares. Weston would not be 
obliged to take any shares 
unless its offer attracts at 
least 51 per cent. 


OTTAWA (CP) - A 
spokesman for the consum¬ 
er affairs department said 
Tuesday the department 
would hold an inquiry into 
the Weston bid provided the 
federation's application met 
the requirements of the 
Combines Investigation Act. 

"And I can’t see any rea¬ 


son why It wouldn't," said 
George Orr. director of ser 
vices for the department's 
competition bureau. 

Orr said officials in the 
department have been gafh 
ering information "in an in 
formal way" on both the 
Weston and the Thompson 
bids.

GM’s new models smaller 


TORONTO (CP) — Auto 
giant General Motors of 
Canada Ltd. unveiled Its 
four new trimmed-down 
compacts for the 1980 model 
year to Canadian reporters 
Tuesday amid fears of pro¬ 
duction delays because of 
the Teamsters' trucking 
strike in the United States. 

® "We are hoping that with¬ 
in a week a solution will be 
found and the trucks will 
star) operating again." said 
Alan Smith, GM president. 

The cars go on sale April 
19 but GM declined to put a 


price on the cars saying only 
that they will be priced com¬ 
petitively with rivals such as 
the popular Ford Fairmont 
and Mercury Zephyr, and 
the Chrysler Volare and 
Dodge Aspen compacts. 

A basic Ford Fairmont 
costs $4,551. 

Already, some GM plants 
have been placed on half¬ 
shifts because of a parts 
shortage caused by the U.S. 
strike. 

But the problems caused 
by the strike did not detract 
from the unveiling of the 


lighter, more fuel-stingy 
compacts, although any pro¬ 
longed delays in plant pro¬ 
duction could cut supplies to 
dealers and dampen the ef¬ 
fect of the $100 million GM is 
spending in the U.S. and 
Canada to promote the new 
entries. 

The ' cars: the Pontiac 
Phoenix. Oldsmobile 

Omega. Buick Skylark and 
the new Chevy Citation, 
have already been intro¬ 
duced to the American 
press. 

Citation replaces the Nova

YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. (CP) — 
Cheering cub scouts waving Union Jacks, 
the Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light 
Infantry band and 500 people all yfowded 
inside an airport hangar to welcome 
Prince Charles to this territorial capital 
Tuesday. 

It was the second stop of the prince’s 
six-day tour of Canada. 

Drew Craig and Robbie Corbcil, 11-year- 
old cub scouts, had their first glimpse of 
the parka-clad royal visitor cut off by a 
stampede of photographers and officials. 
But several minutes later they had a mo¬ 
ment to speak with the prince, who made 
several stops inside the hangar to chat with 
youngsters. 

THE PRINCE ARRIVED on a bright, 
windy day with the tem perature about 
minus 22 Celsius. A light dusting of fresh 
snow drifted across the airport runways. 

Hugh Faulkner, federal Indian affairs 
and northern development minister, and 
territorial commissioner Stuart Hodgson 
welcomed the prince on his third visit to 
the Northwest Territories. He was last 
here in 1975. 

Prince Charles left the airport in a mo¬ 
torcade for a brief stop at his hotel and his 
major official function in Yellowknife, the 
opening of the Prince of Wales Northern 
Heritage Centre. 


The $6-million centre at the edge of the 
city houses what is intended to become the 
major collection of historical materials 
and research facilities in the Northwest 
Territories. 

ITS 42,000 SQUARE feet contain ar¬ 
chives, an Eskimo sculpture collection, 
facilities for studying and preserving arti¬ 
facts and two major galleries—one to show 
development of humans and the environ¬ 
ment from 400 million years ago until the 
coming of the white man; the other to show 
northern development during the last few 
centuries. 

Centre director Robert Janes, an ar¬ 
cheologist, said officials hope to make the 
building an orientation centre for visiting 
southerners as well as a gathering point for 
knowledge of northern history and cul¬ 
ture. 

THE CENTRE ALREADY administers 
all archeological activity in the territories, 
he said, and the work is just beginning. 
"There are a lot of unexplored areas” 

The prince came to Yellowknife from 
Victoria and a visit to Pearson College, in 
his role as president of fhe International 
Council of World Colleges. Pearson is one 
of three world colleges and the only one he 
had not visited.

Postal pact

Ontario police brace

OTTAWA (CP) — Now 
that the post office has set¬ 
tled with the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers 
(CUPW), “we can proceed 
with the business of moving 
the mail,’’ Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eral Gilles Lamontagne said 
Tuesday. 

“The equitable ruling 
handed down by mediator- 
arbitrator Lucien Tremblay 
grants management the 
powers necessary to carry 
out its responsibilities both 
in managing the post office 
efficiently and in increasing 
the reliability of the postal 
service, while giving work¬ 
ers one of the best collective 
agreements," Lamontagne 
said in a news release. 

JEAN-CLAUDE Parrot, 
president of 'CUPW, said 
Monday the binding contract 
imposed by Tremblay "will 
do nothing to solve the prob¬ 
lems in the post office." 

■ Parrot said the contract 
gives the 23;000 postal work¬ 
ers a wage increase lower 
than the original post office 
offer. 


TORONTO (CP) —All On¬ 
tario Provincial Police de¬ 
tachments were placed on 
alert Monday after the force 
was advised by Emergency 
Planning Canada of the pos- 
sibilty of^i Russian satellite 
re entering the earth's at¬ 
mosphere over Ontario. 

By the end of the alert 
period at 5:30 p.m. there 
were no reports of the Rus¬ 
sian Cosmos-315 satellite 
having re-entered the 
earth's atmosphere. 

Denny Amyot. Ontario 
director of Emergency 
Planning Canada, said he 
had not been alerted to any 


activity and presumed the 
non-nuclear satellite had 
burned up before reaching 
earth. 

Amyot also said the Cana¬ 
dian Armed Forces had told 
him the satellite’s path 
would take it well north of 
Ontario, probably over the 
Arctic. 

The OPP was originally 
advised Monday morning 
that the main body of the 
Russian satellite would re¬ 
enter the earth’s atmo- 
. sphere sometime between 3 
p.m. and 9 p.m. 

"There is a remote possi¬ 
bility the satellite will not 


completely burn up on the 
way and may .create sbme 
hazard,” said a telex mes¬ 
sage sent to all OPP of¬ 
fices. 

The message said that if a 
piece of the satellite landed 
in Ontario, as was originally 
forecast, police officers 
would be expected to take 
"normal emergency re¬ 
sponse" by securing the site 
for examination by the 
armed forces. 

Emergency Measures 
Canada later revised the es¬ 
timate of the craft’s re¬ 
entry to sometime between 
3:30 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. 


Panel bears down 
on freedom curbs 


TORONTO (CP) — Bar¬ 
riers to freedom of express¬ 
ion in newspapers, maga¬ 
zines and the government 
were attacked by panelists 
at the National Book Festi¬ 
val who have been person¬ 
ally affected by censorship. 

Cartoonist Bob Bierman 
of the Victoria Times said 
during a panel discussion 
sponsored by the Periodical 
Writers Association of Can¬ 
ada that "a political car¬ 
toonist, like a satirist, has to 
be offensive to make a 
point." 

The British Columbia Su¬ 
preme Court has ruled that a 
caricature Biefman drew of 
a provincial cabinet minis¬ 
ter pulling wings off flies in 
June, 1973, tvas libelous. 

"Since the judgment, I’ve 
had to soften my approach 
in order to sell my product 


and make a living," he said 
Monday. "My editor is 
checking my stuff; if he isn't 
sure, he takes it to the pub¬ 
lisher, who then takes it to 
his lawyer.” 

A second panelist to feel 
the weight of censorship was 
Peter Treu, the Montreal 
electronics engineer whose 
conviction on charges of un¬ 
authorized possession and 
inadequate care of secret 
documents has been over¬ 
turned by the Quebec Court 
of Appeals. 

He was convicted at a se¬ 
cret trial of violating the 
Official Secrets Act. But 
Treu said "that Act was 
used as covert censorship, a 
means to entrapment. 

"I'm still prohibited from 
talking about what hap¬ 
pened in the trial and only 
recently I was told to keep 
my mouth shut."

Top postal men 
‘doubted’ strike 

OTTAWA (CP) — Post office executives told the gov¬ 
ernment last October that the Canadian Union of Pos 
tal Workers would not be able to muster enough sup 
port from members to maintain "a full-blown strike. " 
James Corkery, deputy postmaster-general, said Tuesday. 

The union proved the assessment wrong by railing a 
national strike Oct. 16 and continuing that strike even 
after Parliament ordered postal workers back to their 
jobs. 

Corkery, testifying at the Ontario Supreme Court trial 
of CUPW president Jean-Claude Parrot, said the post 
office set up an “information control centre" to as 
scss the mood of the membership and study the possibilith (if 
a strike. 

Based on information gathered by the control centre. 
Corkery said he advised Postmaster-General Gilles I.amon” 
tagne in early October that while a strike appeared likely, 
"it would not stay up, it would not last Ipng because the 
membership would not support it.” 

But by Oet. 17, post office executives realized "that 
the solidarity was there and that it was going to con¬ 
tinue.” 

Parliament introduced the back-to-work bill Oct. 17 and 
it became law Oct. 19. Parrot and other union execu¬ 
tive* are charged with defying an Act of Parliament.

Hospital jobs on line

A $25 million injection 
may bring temporary relief, 
for the economic headache 
Of B.C.'.s hospitals, but there 
was no indication Tuesday 
as to just how far it might go 
toward saving jobs. 

"It may mean some of 
their jobs can be saved, or 
perhaps it (reduction) .can 
be done by “attrition." said 
Juan do Fuca Hospital So¬ 
ciety chairman Charles 
Jackson of the 21 employees' 
whose positions are on the 
line 

The staff was told in a 
memorandum from admin¬ 
istrator John Howard last 
Thursday that Health Minis¬ 
ter Hubert McClelland's 
live per cent ceiling on bud 
get increases would make if 
necessary to cut 21 of the 386 
jobs’. . 

The hospital was one of a 
number under pressure lo¬ 
cally and across the prov¬ 
ince. 

Employees at Gorge Hoad 
Hospital have rejected pro¬ 
posals that they take a 
week's leave of absence, do 
nate a statutory holiday of 
free work, or limit sick lea- 
yeas a means of cutting 
costs and preventing job 
loss. Following an emer¬ 
gency meeting they decided 
to send a telegram to 
McClelland telling him they 
would not be used in such a 
way to make up for a lack of 
funding. 

The Hospital Employees' 


Cnion. involved in each 
ease, is sticking to its pre¬ 
diction that Ihe budget ceil¬ 
ing will eliminate more than 
2.006 positions across the 
province. The union, which 
recently had a membership 
of 22.000. says this figure has 
shrunk slightly and would 
continue to do so. 

The $2.) million was pro¬ 
mised in Finance Minister 
Evan Wolfe's budget speech 
Monday. McClelland has 
said the money is simply to 
provide breathing room for 
the hospitals until they can 
put restraints into effect. 

Hospital administrators 
say they won't be able to 
measure the impact until 
their budgets have been 
dealt with, probably by the 
end of this month. 

In Vancouver, HEU secre¬ 
tary-business manager Jack 
Gerow said Ihe $25 million 
"won t be enough to blow 
the dust off the Lower Main¬ 
land." 

While it was looked upon 
as adding possibly another 
2.5 per cent to the allowable 
spending now. many hospi¬ 
tals indicate needs of in¬ 
creases ranging from 10 per 
cent upward. . 

In such cases, layoffs 
would appear to be unavoid 
able, they say. 

One senior board official 
at Lions' Gate Hospital in 
North Vancouver has re 
signed because of the re¬ 
strictions. And the hospital 
is reported to have launched 
a dramatic appeal to the 


public for B.C. Resources 
Investment Corporation 
shares that are being given 
free to B.C. citizens by the 
gov ernment The suggestion 
is that the hospital's future 
may be ensured if those in 
the community it serves 
turn over their free shares. 

The HEU. which repre 
sents employees at about 
120 B.C. hospitals, has con¬ 
sistently warned that the 
economic belt-tightening 
was going to have a serious 
effect on health care ser¬ 
vices. 

No staff cuts have begun 
yet at Victoria's two major 
hospitals. Union sources say 
Victoria General has indi¬ 
cated it will monitor the situ¬ 
ation before taking any ac¬ 
tion. And at Royal Jubilee, 
associate director Michael 
Fraser said: "At the mo¬ 
ment no decision has been 
made in that direction." 

The Juan de Fuca Hospital 
Society employees were told 
-the cost of operating the 
four hospitals—The Priory. 
Aberdeen, Glengarry and 
Mount Tolmie—was esti¬ 
mated at more than $8.3 mil¬ 
lion this year, and that in 
come from the province and 
116 beds w ould comedo $7.9 
million, leaving a deficit of 
more than $388,000. 

Jobs became the most 
likely cost-cutting avenue 
since wages account for 
about 80 per cent of hospital 
expenses.

William Morrison said the 
extra money might reduce 
the need of some drastic 
measures if it was spread 
fairly through all hospitals. 

Morrison sympathized 
with the stand of employees 
who rejected drastic work 
change proposals. 

"They don't endorse the 
principle that hospitals 
should be run with less 
money.-1 don't either.”

The city of Victoria is try ing to sell the 
old library building at Yates and Blan- 
shard but Aid. Robin Blencoe says council 
never agreed to put that building on the 
auction block. 

Advertisements appeared in the week¬ 
end newspapers inviting bids from the 
public on the purchase of the public 
library building. 

The ads explain that the premises con¬ 
sist of two buildings, the original Car¬ 
negie building and an addition built in the 
1950s. 

The ad invites prospective purchasers to 
bid on both buildings or on each separa¬ 
tely. 

Blencoe said in an interview that the sale 
of the original library building had never 
been discussed by city council He said the 
building would be ideal for the city ar¬ 
chives "which are cry ing for space." 

Blencoe said that when the four core 
municipalities agreed to move the central 
library from the existing premises to the 
new provincial government building on 
Broughton, they also agreed to sell the 
newer part of the existing quarters and dis¬ 
tribute the proceeds among the four muni¬ 
cipalities which own the addition. 

City manager James Bramley agreed 
that city council never discussed the sate 
of the old building, but added that it was 

•just good business practice" to invite 
bids on both buildings. 

He said that when the bids are in. council 
would have the last word. 


“Council may want to sell just one build¬ 
ing. both or none of them." he said. 

Brantley added that it would be very 
costly to segregate the two buildings be 
cause they were served by a common 
heating system. 

He also said that if the old building were 
sold, a covenant would be attached to 
the property compelling the new owner to 
retain the exterior. 

Asked if both buildings had been offered 
for sale on instructions from Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Young. Bramley replied that both 
the mayor and land management com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid Robert Wright were 
“not unaware of the direction taken." 

The mayor said interest in the Carnegie 
building had been expressed by several 
parties and the administration considered 
it appropriate to deal with those inquiries 
by inviting official bids. 

But that didn't mean the city was selling 
the building without council's consent. 
All bids would, of course, be considered by 
council, he said. 

"And even if it were sold with council's 
approval, he "would never agree to it un¬ 
less the building is sold with appropriate 
covenants," Young said. 

. But Blencoe maintained that the city has 
no right to put the old library building 
-on the market without city council's ap¬ 
proval. 

"It’s part of the city's heritage (not an 
official heritage building) and any attempt 
to sell it should at least have been discus 
sed by council," he said.

Henry I-ouie of Louie’s 
Market was undecided. He 
said he had never been to 
Portage Park which adjoins 
the proposed location and so 
could not tell what possible 
effect the oil storage tanks 
would have on the park. 

"I guess the tanks have to 
go somewhere, and if this 


area is out of the way and 
won't affect to many people 
it will be all right. But if it is 
going to ruin the park that is 
different " 

Stan Hall lives further 
away from the proposed lo¬ 
cation. although as a View 
Royal resident he would 
share in any property tax 
benefits from having the 
tanks—and in any possible 
cost of increased fire pro¬ 
tection needs. 

“It doesn’t bother me one 
way or the other as far 
as my property goes,” he 
said. "I have no qualms. I’m 
not for or against.” 

But Hall, like several 
other residents, wondered 
why the tanks could not be 
put on defence department 
property in Colwood where 
federal government storage 
tanks are already buried. 

Jan Simmons is another 
' resident who will not be per¬ 
sonally affected by a move 
of the oil tanks. But she was 
still opposed to the new loca¬ 
tion. 

"They’re going to move 
the tanks out of the Inner

Harbor to make that area 
look beautiful, and that's 
just great," she said. "But 
why do they have to move 
them to our harbor area and 
wreck that?" 

She was also bothered 
about the possible cost of 
increased fire protection in 
the area. 


Arthur Horth lives across 
the cove from the proposed 
location and is one of the few 
householders who will have 
a view of the tanks, but he is 
not opposed to the location: 
"We look across at the ply¬ 
wood mill now. What's the 
difference?" 

He said he had been in¬ 
volved in the construction of 
oil tanks up-Island and was 
satisfied that there would be 
no danger from properly- 
constructed tanks with their 
own sprinkler systems. 
However, he still felt that 
DND property where there 
is already a jetty and under¬ 
ground tanks would be a bet¬ 
ter location.

‘secret’ talks 
with builders 

Saanich municipal employees’ union president Maureen 
Nuttall fired a broadside at some Saanich aldermen Tues 
day for meeting secretly with directors of the Island < 
Equipment Owners Association. 

The association recently blasted the municipality for 
its works policy and suggested Saanich stay out of the 
construction business. 

Referring to a letter written by the association which 
stated that directors had met with several aldermen, 
Nutlall told council's public works committee: "We note 
with shock that private meetings have been held with 
selected aldermen, something which surely undermines the 
rights of this committee." 

With the initial shock wave still reverberating through 
the council chamber, Nuttall said: "It raises the question of 
what privileged information are aldermen divulging to 
private industry." 

The comments caused an immediate uproar in the 
chamber. Aid. David Paterson, acknowledging that he had 
met with an association member, said he took strong ex¬ 
ception to Nuttall’s statement. 

'Tm open to be lobbied by anyone," he said. "I'll meet 
with anyone anytime." 

Aid. Sandy Noel said he met briefly with an associa¬ 
tion representative in a public portion of the municipal 
hall. "If you call that a secret meeting, then I guess 
I'm guilty." 

Aid. Irene Block, not one of the aldermen approached 
by the association, wondered aloud why some aldermen 
were "selected with such care." « 

An infuriated Mayor Mel Couvelier said Ke was of¬ 
fended at the way the discussion was progressing. 

“It's absolutely no business who phones me at home, 
who I meet for lunch or invite to my residence. I am 
accountable for my actions, not for the people I choose to see 
and talk to." 

David Weller, president of the Construction Association 
of Victoria, urged the committee to appoint a subcom¬ 
mittee to meet with industry members to examine areas 
of concern. 

He said governments must begin to find the means by 
which practical mechanisms can limit the growth of govern¬ 
ment in the marketplace.

It was not the quiet cere¬ 
mony that Dr. Martin Levin 
hoped for, but the Greater 
Victoria school board laid to 
rest Tuesday its plans for a 
special enrichment program 
next fall 

By a 5-1 vote, trustees 
killed a proposal to offer the 
International Baccalaureate 
program, similar to that 
used at Pearson College 
The program was proposed 
to serve the needs of gifted 
students in the district last, 
fall, but problems In imple 
menling it forced such dras 
tic revisions that it would no 
longer fulfil its intended 
purpose, supporters of the 
motion to kill the program 
said. 

As it stood Tuesday, the 
program was to have been 
partially implemented at 
Esquimau High in Septem¬ 
ber, with sections of the IB 


biologs . English, geography 
and physics courses of¬ 
fered. 

Several other schools ap¬ 
proached about the program 
had turned it down; time was 
too short for implementa¬ 
tion, and what was proposed 
was just a truncated version 
of the original, Levin ar¬ 
gued 

“It's a futile waste of 
board money and teacher 
energy to try to keep it 
going." 

The surpise motion drew 
angry opposition from Susan 
Brice, who had brought the 
original proposal to the 
board last spring, 

The program should be 
given a chance to get start 
ed and its dissolution was a 
disservice to the students 
who could benefit from it, 
she said. 

Trustee Peter Yorke said 
he was "disgusted and re 


volted" by Levin's motion. 
The IB has been the victim 
of concentrated attacks 
from certain trustees-und of 
administrative bungling 
from the beginning, Yorke 
charged, suggesting that 
gifted children were as¬ 
signed less priority than stu¬ 


dents at the other end of the 
learning spectrum. 

Trustee Glynn Williams 
charged a "lack of dedica¬ 
tion" by administrative 
staff and accused Levin of 
holding a double standard on 
education for the gifted. 

The remarks about the ad 


ministration drew a re¬ 
sponse from schools su¬ 
perintendent Allan Stables, 
who suggested that Williams 
give specifics about the ad¬ 
ministration's lack of dedi¬ 
cation in an incamera 
meeting so that it could be 
followed up on. The proposal 


has had the support of the 
district's senior administra¬ 
tion from the start, Stables 
said.

Tougher parking penalty approved

To avoid unnecessary delays in the pro- 
cessing of development applications, city 
council will be asked to approve a number 
of changes in the makeup of the city*? 
Advisory Design Panel. 

The changes, proposed by Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Young and endorsed Tuesday by city 
council's planning committee, include a 
provision that would require all members 
of the panel to have some design experi¬ 
ence. 

One change calls specifically for the 
appointment of "three registered archi¬ 
tects and four Greater Victoria residents 
with approoriate design qualifications, in¬ 
cluding nut not restricted to landscape 
architecture, design consultant, profes¬ 
sional engineer, heritage consultant." 


■ Under existing terms of reference, the 
design panel must consist of no fewer 
than two architects and no fewer than fjve 
lay representatives. Design qualifications 
aren’t mandatory. 

Under the proposed changes, the city’s 
planning director woutd attend design 
panel meetings but not vote on issues. Ho is 
now a member of the panel and has a 
vote. 

The changed terms of reference would 
also, restrict the panel's authority to dis¬ 
cussions with applicants or agents for 
owners of buildings. Under existing rules, 
(he panel is authorized to deal w ith ow ners, 
builders, architects, engineers "or any 
other persons” to discus* development 
proposals. 


Motorists who ignore

Caps sign Swedish imports Rolf Edberg and Leif 
Svensson for this season and aided in the selection of 
Gustavsson in the fourth round of last year's ama¬ 
teur draft. 

Now, Stromberg is advising Caps general manager 
Max McNab to go after Gustavsson, described by the 
scout as “bigger and taller than Edberg, just as 
sound technically and ready to play in the NHL.” 

Under the expansion agreement, the Oilers can 

f irotect two players and two goalkeepers on a priority 
ist, exposing all other players with NHL lies to an 
immediate recall from the NHL cut. The Oilers are 
going to protect 18-year-old Wayne Gretzky, the Star 
said, and might protect Gustavsson, also. 

"WeTe not sure what is going to happen,” said 
McNab. "Whatever decision that will be made, will 
be made without any panic." 

Larry Gordon, general manager of the Oilers, is in 
Hawaii this week and was unavailable for comment 
about Gustavsson. 

The Star said, however, he has told reporters in 
Edmonton there will be a news conference soon to 
announce that Gustavsson has signed with the 
Oilers.

way. 

A proven report card system, now in vogue in several 
states, and particularly similar to that in Oregon, has been 
outlined by fisheries enforcement officers. 

The plan is almost in place for British Columbia, 
needing only a name and some final formation. The Sport 
Fishing Advisory Committee endorsed the plan at the recent 
Nanaimo meeting with federal fisheries. 

At the start, 50.000 cards will be distributed through a 
wide variety of outlets frequented by outdoors people. The 
card system will be linked with the Zenith 911 phone 
number, round the clock, and supported also by RCMP and 
provincial fish and wildlife branch. 

Basically, anyone observing the breaking of a law fills 
out and mails a report card after phoning, when possible, 
to alert an enforcement officer. 

Oregon distributes 200,000 of the cards annually, gets 
back 20.000 reporting apparent lawbreakers, and obtains 300 
to 300 prosecutions from these reports. 

About 75 per cent of the people in Oregon who indicated 
on the report cards that they would appear in court as wit¬ 
nesses, did so. * * w 

IT SOUNDS GOOD on the surface, but I am wary of the 
plan It just seems to me to take a little of the sport out of 
sport fishing I don't like the idea of my fellow fishermen 
following behind mv boat-to spy to see if I am releasing a 
lish instead of keeping the first four 1 boat, or watching to 
see if I take more than my limit. Like most other anglers. I 
don't do those things. I would lose all my credibility as an 
outdoors writer, if I did. I don't condone them either 
and I think if I knew of flagrant major violations, such as 
regularly selling sport caught salmon, I might report them 
... but I don't go out looking for them. And I. and 
anyone else, could always report those infractions without a 
report system. The big danger of the plan is that some of the 
over-zealous anglers — and we have lots of them phoning 
into the Kipg Fisherman Contest complaining about other 
anglers — may now set themselves up as volunteer 
policemen and nuisances, rather than sport fishermen. 

★ ★ ★ 

FEDERAL FISHERIES is already getting zealous 
enough about enforcement. A recent memo to all federal 
fisheries field officers directs "the branch to take a very 
firm stance on enforcement." 

It says: "The prime function of fisheries service is to 
conserve the resource. In order to meet this objective we 
cannot in good conscience ignore people who would and do 
steal, cheat and otherwise illegally harvest or abuse the 
resource. It has become quite apparent that many fisher¬ 
men and other users of the resource are quite prepared to 
violate the law to their own personal gain. " 

It is only fair to note fisheries is also talking qbout 
commercial fishermen. But I find it hard to equate their zeal 
for enforcement with the Salmonid Enhancement Program, 
which is already feeding millions more salmon into our 
coastal waters. Nobody likes a cheater, but when you 
couple this new zeal and the call for some ridiculous 
restrictions and cutbacks on sport fishing, one wonders if 
the various branches"within federal fisheries are out of 
touch with one another. Surely the emphasis should now be 
on bow to distribute the extra fish among the various users 
and how to harvest them without decimating established, 
and not yet enhanced, wild stocks. We should be thinking in 
terms of more fish an angler, rather than less. 

The call is out for more prosecutions "It appears that in 
some areas, officers involved in stock management are 
ignoring violations. This is an approach that I find unac¬ 
ceptable." reads the memo. "When I say that we are going 
to take a very firm stance on enforcement, this does 
not mean that persecution is to replace prosecution or that 
prosecution is going to replace good preventative practices. 
While I have no wish to curtail 'officer discretion' I must 
point out that the word 'discretion’ is to be used in its proper 
context and not as an excuse to avoid the sometimes un 
pleasant and time-consuming task of prosecution." 

* * * 

HERE ARE NEW IN¬ 
STRUCTIONS to fisheries 
enforcement officers: 

• .Officers are to carefully 
consider seizures for all vio¬ 
lations — the more serious 
the violation, the more items 
"we seize." 

• Officers obtaining catch 
statistics are to take time, 
whenever possible, to make 
spot checks throughout the 
fleet for violations. To ac¬ 
complish this it may be 
necessary to modify method 
Of gathering statistics. 


• Officers are to investigate 
offences diligently and 
thoroughly. Statements of 

. the accused and witnesses- 
are to be taken wherever 
possible. "A good investiga¬ 
tion with statements and ad 
missions will Often induce a 
guilty plea in court." 

• Supervisors at each level 
are to monitor the enforce¬ 
ment activity of every offi¬ 
cer under his supervision. 

It sounds to this writer 
that some little man within 
federal fisheries is trying a 
little empire building.

Doping of athletes 
big Games’ threat 

Ll’SANNE, Switzerland (Reuter) — Doping of 
athletes is the greatest danger to the future of the 
Olympic Games, far outweighing threats of political 
interference or breaches of rules on amateurism. 
International Olympic Committee president Lord 
Killanin says. 

In an interview in the IOC's official Monthly 
Review, he said muscle-building anabolic steroids, 
which athletes are banned from taking, created “a 
false person, whether man or woman 

“These are artificial people who have come out of 
a test-tube. But the aim of sport, and particularly the 
Olympic sports, is to create healthy and whole 
beings." Killanin said. 

Killanin added that he had promised to review an 
IOC rule defining amateur status and athletes' eligi¬ 
bility for the Olympic Games. But he considered the 
general terms of the rule were satisfactory, and he 
remained opposed to opening the Games to profes- 
, sionals as well as amateurs. 

Killanin said he had nothing against professional¬ 
ism. adding that his son. Michael Morris, is a 
professional steeplechase jockey in Ireland. 

"But to open the Games is to put them Immediately 
into the hands of impresarios. Look at tennis. De¬ 
velopments there are disturbing because the impre¬ 
sarios are in charge through the intermediary of the 
national federations," he said. 


Taiwan eases stand I 
on Olympic issues ! 


MONTEVIDEO. Uruguay 
(AP) — Sports officials of 
Taiwan offered concessions 
Tuesday to help bring ath¬ 
letes-from mainland China 
into next year's Olympic 
Games in Moscow. 

Members of the Taiwan 
National Olympic Commit¬ 
tee went before the execu¬ 
tive board of the Interna 
tional Olympic Committee, 
which is trying to melt down 
the hard political differ 
ences between the two sides 
and have them both compete 
in the 1980 Games. 

Hent* Hsu, IOC member 
for Taiwan who headed the 
delegation, said his island 
country, disowned by the 
United Nations and no 
longer recognized by the 
United Stales at policial 
levels, would be ready to 


meet the Communist Chi 
nese halfway. 

“We told the executive 
board we would be ready to 
call ourselves the Olympic 
Committee of China (Tai¬ 
pei) if the other side agreed 
to tall themselves the Olym¬ 
pic Committee of China 
(Peking)", lisu said. 

"We would also be ready 
to march in the opening 
ceremony of the Olympic 
Games without out national 
flag, but only if the Peoples 
Republic of China was will¬ 
ing to do the same. We want 
to see the athletes of main¬ 
land China in the Games, but 
the two Chinas must be 
treated on an equal basis." 

The IOC has recognized 
Taiw:an under the name of 
the Republic of China for 25 
years, ever since the Com¬ 


munist takeover of the 
mainland The All China 
Sports Federation in Peking 
has applied for IOC recogni¬ 
tion but insists that Taiwan 
must be disowned and Tai- . 
wanhse athletes compete as 
members of an all-China 
team directed from Peking. 

Taiwan's offer to change 
its name for the Olympics 
was a breakthrough. In 197li 
the Taiwanese refused to do 
this when the Canadian gov 
ernmenl withheld entry 
visas for their athletes. 

Peking's hopes of pushing 
Taiwan out of the Olympics 
received a setback in Lon 
don when a High Court judge 
ruled Monday that the ex 
pulsion of Taiwan by the In 
ternational Amateur Ath 
letic Federation was invalid.

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Sparks fly 

NEW YORK (AP) — Sparky Anderson charged 
Tuesday that Cincinnati Reds deliberately delayed 
firing him after last season and thereby prevented 
him from getting another managing job for the 1979 
major league baseball season. 

Anderson, on the sidelines t for the first time in 27 
years, said Dick Wagner, president of the National 
League team, had two reasons for waiting until late 
November to axe him 

"First of all. he didn't want to rock the Japan 
trip." said Anderson. "And second of all. he didn't 
want to give (free agent) Pete Rose a chance to use 
my firing as an excuse for leaving the hall club." 

Anderson, showing bitterness for the first time, ac¬ 
cused the Reds of having made their minds up to fire 
bint when the 1978 season ended. 

,i '.'But they stalled until Nov. 28," he said. "By then, 
every club except Oakland had its manager for the 
new season. If they had fired me Oct. 1.1 would have 
had a job for this season." 

Under terms of his contract. Anderson is being 
paid for this season but he said money isn't as 
important to him as managing. 

Anderson and the Reds made a lengthy tour of 
Japjin at the end of the 1978 season and the manager 


from angry 

said that in retrospect there were clues that he was 
finished in Cincinnati. 

“The first tipoff was the way I heard that the club 
had signed Tom Seaver to a five-year contract," 
Anderson said. “No club official told me. I got the 
word from a newspaper man." 

Later, Anderson said, a group of club front office 
personnel took a veteran reporter, who was celebrat¬ 
ing 50 years with his paper, out to dinner. The writer 
is one of Anderson's closest friends, yet the manager 
was not invited. 

"They're little things and at the time, they didn’t 
mean anything tb me," Sparky said. "But now. when 
1 think back about it. they were significant" 

Wagner travelled to Los Angeles to tell Anderson 
he was through but Sparky's account of the conver¬ 
sation differs from the club version. 

"I thought he was coming out to sign (free agent) 

Lee Lacy." said Anderson "He called me on Sunday 
and told me to meet him at the airport Monday 
morning." 

The meeting came two days after Rose announced 
he would no longer negotiate with the Reds and that 
he would sign with another club instead. Rose even¬ 
tually agreed to a four-year, $3.2 million contract 
with Philadelphia Phillies.

"That was no coincidence," said Sparky. "They 
didn't want Rose to have an excuse to leave. If Rose 
had said he was leaving two weeks later, I would 
have been fired two weeks later" 

Anderson said he and Wagner had a routine break¬ 
fast spent In small talk. Then he went up to the club 
president's room and got the word. 

“He said. 'Sparky, I’m not bringing you back. I'd 
rather not discuss the reason why because we might 
have words,’ ’’ Anderson recalled. 

The next day, at a news conference in Cincinnati, 
the Reds announced the decision and said Wagner 
had met with Anderson for two hours and explained 
the club’s reasons, 

“I know what was said in that room," said Ander¬ 
son. "I was there." 

Sparky laughed off Wagner's explanation that 
the club should be headed in a new direction. 

"What did he mean by that," the manager asked. 
"What new direction?” 

Anderson said he would spend the summer watch¬ 
ing games in Los Angeles and Anaheim. 

"I'll be at the park every day,” he said. ‘‘I'll still be 
managing, but now I'll be managing two clubs in 
every game instead of only one.”

"A five per cent figure, 
however, will be applied in 
certain geographical areas” 
where fuel is cheaper, the 
statement said.

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Primp Minister 
Menachem Begin decided Tuesday to meet 
in the Sinai and Israel's Negev Desert next 
month, defying an outraged Arab world by 
openly pursuing their campaign for peace 
in the Middle East. 

The announcement w as made just before 
Begin flew back to Israel, capping the 
first journey by an Israeli premier to an 
Arab capital. 

Upon returning to Tel Aviv, a beaming 
Begin said he had received the “wtfr- 
mest possible hospitality." 

"Wherever I went, they cheered, they 
waved," said Begin, clearly elated. “They 
really liked me.” 

The prime minister told reporters he had 
the feeling that he and Sadat had be¬ 


come "real friends" and that during their 
talks "we solved problems that may have 
needed 16 months of negotiations to 
solve." 

Begin did not reveal these agreements, 
saying he would report them today to 
his cabinet and parliament. 

Begin's trip at first had all the airs of a 
stiff, ceremonial state call. But when he 
and Sadat met, their exhuberaneo trans¬ 
formed the visit into a session that pro¬ 
duced fresh and significant results, quick¬ 
ening the pace of contact between the two 
former enemies. 

After a 50-minute talk, the two leaders 
announced they would meet again May 27 
in El Arish, the Sinai capital Israel has 
agreed to vacate prior to a total withdraw 
al from the peninsula. 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) — President Idi Amin Tuesda.v 
threatened massive retaliation against Tanzania for its 
airstrikes on Kampala and other Ugandan targets, but a 
20.000-man invasion force poised at the edge of Amin'-, 
capital prepared for another attack.

NATO chiefs 
forecast 
new threats 


BRUSSELS. Belgium 
(AP) — NATO commanders 
warned of expanding Soviet 
threats and the Soviet Union 
spoke of NATO hoisting 
"Cold War sails" on the eve 
of the noth anniversary of 
the Western military alli¬ 
ance. 

The pact creating NATO 
was signed April I. 1919. as 
the Second World War bond 
between the Soviet Union 
and the West fell apart. 

U.S. Cien. Alexander Haig, 
supreme NATO command 
er, said in a signed article 
published in a Brussels 
newspaper that alliance 
members could not continue 
"our apathy toward the haz¬ 
ardous and illegal Soviet ac¬ 
tions in the Third World." 

Power shifts 

He said those actions 
"threaten our sources of 
raw material supply, spe¬ 
cifically our energy sup 
plies," provide the Soviet 
Union with bases that jeop¬ 
ardize Western links and en¬ 
tice traditionally friendly 
Third World countries—such 
as Saudi Arabia—to stand 
aside to perceive the pos¬ 
sible winner. 

The Italian commander of 


NATO naval force's in south¬ 
ern Europe. Admiral Mario 
Bini, said Tuesday the intro¬ 
duction by the Soviet Union 
of modern naval ships in the 
Mediterranean had shifted 
the power balance in that 
strategic area "in a dra¬ 
matic way. 1 ' 

‘No peace reply’ 

"The Soviet bloc is in¬ 
creasing and expanding both 
its nuclear and non-nuclear 
naval capability." Bini said. 
"But what really worries us 
is not the present balance of 
figures but this trend of 
one sided reduction. While 
we are reducing our arms in 
favor of other programs like 
energy, the other side 
doesn't seem to have any 
money problems. They keep 
on spending on new ships."

SOVIETS FLEXING 
AFRICAN MUSCLE 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — A Soviet naval fleet was 
reported off southern Africa's Atlantic coast Tuesduy 
in what Western diplomats speculated was a show of 
force aimed at stalled talks on South West Africa. 

Radio Angola, monitored here, reported that the fleet 
was on "navigation exercises" in the South Atlantic 
and that the aircraft carrier-cruiser Minsk was pay¬ 
ing a courtesy visit in the port of Luanda, the Angolan 
capital. 

A South African navy spokesman said it was aware of 
the presence of the fleet—comprised of the Minsk, two 
guided missile cruisers, an amphibious ship and an oiler- 
hut said "we attach no significant importance to this latest 
convoy." „ 

South Africa is at odds with the United Nations and 
Western powers, including the United States, over the 
future of South-West Africa, a vast territory it has ad¬ 
ministered since a 1920 mandate by the old League 
of Nations. 

The arid but mineral-rich territory, also calk'd Nami¬ 
bia. has a population of one million persons, mostly 
black, and was a German colony until the First World 
War. 

The UN rescinded the 1920 mandate in I960, but South 
Africa ignored the order. At about that time, black na¬ 
tionalist guerrillas of the South-West Africa People's 
Organization began their 12-year hit-and-run war against 
South African troops 

Angola, whose Marxist government came to power 
in a civil war after gaining independence from Portugal 
in 1970. provides forward bases for SWAPO guerrillas 
along its tense southern border with South-West Africa. 

Angolan officials claim some 19.800 Cuban troops, who 
helped President Agostinho Ncfo to power, remain in Angola 
to defend the country from a feared invasion by South 
Africa. 

Although the South African navy displayed no inter¬ 
est in the presence of the Soviet fleet. Western diplo¬ 
mats said the naval presence might be a form of psychologi¬ 
cal pft'ssure to remind the region that the Soviet Union and 
Angola maintain close ties.

Ottawa study urges new reins to control economy 




Big government 
Canadians’ fault 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadians have been slower than 
their U.S. counterparts to become concerned about the 
(trowing size and cost of government, but there is new 
evidence of deep uneasiness, says the head of a federal 
inquiry. 

Allan Lambert, chairman of the Royal Commission on 
Financial Management and Accountability which released 
its findings Tuesday, told reporters at a news conference the 
era of public apathy about big government has ended. 


Accountablity prober: 


Big vacuum * ignored ’ 

Lambert said at a news conference that the absence of 
accountability in the government has been quietly develop¬ 
ing since the early 1960s. 

"An emrmous vacuum has existed for several years 
during which no one has been paying much attention to the 
quality of management throughout the ranks of the federal 
government. 

“That this should lead to the development of inef¬ 
ficiency is hardly surprising." 

He said the establishment of five-year fiscal plans, to be 
published and reviewed each year, would be an important 
tool for-strengthening the ability of elected officials to get a 
handle on the vast array of programs, actions and spending 
decisions taking place in government. 

The idea of long-term spending plans has also been 
embraced by New Democratic Party Leader Ed Broadbent 
as part of his election platform. He has suggested five- or 
10-year financial strategies. 


Spending limits proposed 

The commission’s proposed system would require the 
government to outline detailed spending limits for all 
departments and agencies for a three-year period and 
general spending limits for various areas of its work for the 
full-five year period. 

At the same time, the government would have to include 
a projection of revenue over (be five-year period based on 
existing tax rates and expected economic growth. 

The commission recommends a series of far-reaching 
change's in the responsiblities of several cabinet posts and a 
fundamental restructuring of government. 


OTTAWA (CP) — A royal commission has recom¬ 
mended that the government submit annual five-year finan¬ 
cial plans to Parliament as a first step in fighting a “grave 
weakening in the chain of accountability” within the govern¬ 
ment and to taxpayers. 

The Royal Commission on Financial Management and 
Accountability concluded in its final report, released 
Tuesday that control over government spending was so 
ineffective it poses a serious threat to the economy. 

The inquiry was set up by Prime Minister Trudeau in 
1976 after Auditor-General J.J. Macdonell warned: "Parlia¬ 
ment—and indeed the govemment-has lost or close to losing 
effective control of the public purse." 

The commission, headed by Allen Lambert, 68-year 
old former chairman of the Toronto Dominioh Bank, 
offers an equally harsh indictment: 


Tories pledge changes 

Trudeau said the commission's recommendations had 
far-reaching consequences for Parliament. He called the 
document "a major contribution to the improved manage¬ 
ment of public expenditures which Parliament, the govern¬ 
ment and the public will have to assess carefully.” 

The Progressive Conservatives welcomed the report 
and said one of the party's first priorities, if it came 
to power, would be to establish long-term spending plans 
and reorganize the government to make it answerable to 
elected officials. 

Party spokesman Harvey Andre (Calgary Centre) said 
a wholesale restructuring of the government would rank 
second only to the presentation of a new budget in the 
-program of a Conservative government. 

"We see this report as a basis upon which to organize a 
new government and we'll use it for that," he said. 

The four-man team, known as the Lambert Commission 
after its chairman, included Robert Deprcs, former presi¬ 
dent of the University of Quebec, Ted Hodgetts, a pTofes- 
sor of political economy at the University of Toronto and 
Gerry Stoner, a senior federal public servant.

‘Accountability breakdown’ 


“After two years of careful study and consideration, we 
have reached the deeply held conviction that the serious 
malaise pervading the managment of government stems 
fundamentally from a grave weakening, and in some cases 
an almost total breakdown in the chain of accountability, 
first within the government and second in the accountability 
of government to Parliament and utllmately to the Cana¬ 
dian people.” 

The 586-page report calls for a major restructuring of 
the government and the Inititation of medium-term fiscal 
plans to help regain control over the spending and manage¬ 
ment of some 100 federal departments and agencies. The 
commission makes 165 recommendations. 

The prime minister promised In a news release accom¬ 
panying the report to set up a study group of senior officials 
to review the report and advise cabinet what action to 
take in the autumn. 


‘Grave weakening in chain’ 


THE PROPOSALS 

• A new permanent Commons committee would be 
set up—the standing committee on government finance and 
the economy. It would review the five-year fiscal plan and 
consider all proposed tax changes. 


• Membership of parliamentary committees would be cut 
in half to 15 voting MPs. They would meet regularly during 
each parliamentary session instead of concentrating hear¬ 
ings in two or three months as now. All members would be 
appointed for an entire parliamentary session. 


• Each department's perfomance would be evaluated 
two or three times a year by a four-member audit com¬ 
mittee. Two members of the committee would come from 
outside the public service, the other two would be ap¬ 
pointed by the minister in charge of the new board of 
management. 


• Opposition parties would be allowed during certain 
allotted days of the session to choose the estimates of any 
government department or agency and subject them to 
review by all members. 

The report strongly criticized the rapid rotations of 
deputy ministers during the last few years, saying it is 
difficult to maintain nigh standards of accountability 
with senior officials changing all the time. 

Lambert said his commission did not want to leave the 
it was blaming individual public servants 
the inefficiency and ineffectivness of the govern¬ 
ment. He said many are dedicated and want to serve 
the public, but are discouraged by poor management and 
the lack of clear work standards. 


• A comprehensive list of the “bewildering array" of 
approximately too Crown corporations would be made. The 
agencies would be grouped Into categories setting out their 
degree of dependence on the government, ranging from 
those under direct ministerial control to those such as Air 
Canada which operate on a commercial basis. Once the 
list was complete, each could be subject to the kind 
bf controls imposed on government departments as far 
as was compatible with their objectives.

He said the public, with its free-spending attitude of the 
mid 1960s and early 1970s, is partly to blame for the huge 
deficits governments have piled up. 

“It must be recognized that our well-meaning ef¬ 
forts as a people have contributed to the present criti¬ 
cal financial straits of the federal government and serious 
threat that poses to other levels of government and to the 
economy as a whole," the report concluded. 

The government has estimated its shortfall of reve¬ 
nues to cope with expenditures will be $ 12.1 billion for 
the current fiscal year. Next year’s deficit is projected at 
$10.75 billion. 

Lambert said these destructively high deficits, which 
have to be financed through foreign borrowing, grew up 
because the government allowed a vast array of programs 
to proliferate without any clear idea of their price tag. 

He urged Parliament to demand that the various de¬ 
partments of government take a longer term view of 
the costs they are imposing on taxpayers and on the 
economy as a whole.

Smooth running home 
based on skillful juggling

NEW YORK — If you want a homo to run smoothly 
and efficiently, you manage it. You don't let it manage 
you. So says Virginia Habeeb. one of the country's 
leading home-management specialists, who has proved 
in her own home what she preaches. 

Today, with close to half of North American women 
in the labor force, timcsavers and work decreasers are 
a necessity, says Mrs. Habeeb. She reminds us: "Manag¬ 
ing a home is a very real game of juggling poo 
pie, activities and clutter in order to cope, and still leave 
precious time for oneself.” 

This means; she says, that you must thoughtfully and 
effectively manipulate each minute that you give to 
housework. Calculate it, think it through and actively 
be on the lookout for shortcuts to help you succeed, 
says. 

SHE URGES homemakers — men and women, 
single and married — to assume a positive approach. 

“You don't have to like housework," she says. "You 
do have to face it. You also have to recognize the fact 
that housework is never done and that regular clean¬ 
ing only meets temporary goals. So you should sunny 
up your attitude to getting things organized, and decide 
that you can really love doing all the steps necessary 
to attaining oTder. serenity and beauty in a home." 

The next step is to analyze your housekeeping needs. 
Decide how tidy or how clean you really want to be. 
Then organize your cleaning tasks according to the 
priorities you set for yourself. 

This expert finds that most homemakers break 
down into five categories: perfectionists, compulsive 
housekeepers, organizers, take-it-as-it-comes cleaners 
and liek-and-promise cleaners. Regardless of their 
type, most of those Mrs. Habeeb interviews say they 
want to improve their housekeeping. 

IN DEVELOPING a plan of operation or schedule. 
Mrs. Habeeb advises people to break household tasks 
down into daily, weekly, monthly and seasonal cate¬ 
gories. Study your surroundings, she says, and develop 
your plan over a period of time, asking yourself these 
questions. 

• Is there an easier way? 

• Have I explored ways to save time? 

• Have I thought through my methods? 

• Do I need a better or newer piece of equip 
ment? 

• Can 1 cut the job out entirely? Or am I duplicat¬ 
ing my effort? 

• Do I need outside help, and can I afford itj* 

• Do I have the proper supplies and do I investigate 
new products that make work easier? 

Mrs. Habeeb discovered in her 15 years as a editor at 
American Home .Magazine, as an author and as consul¬ 


tant to several big companies that the most disliked 
chore in North America is oven cleaning, with bath¬ 
room cleaning running second. She says that some 
women spend far too much time on routine jobs. A chil¬ 
dren's room should be cleaned in no more than lit) 
minutes', a kitchen in 45 minutes and a bathroom in 
30 minutes, she says. 

MRS. HABEEB and her husband Mitchell divide 
their lime between apartments in New York and Florida. 
Here are some of the time-saving Ideas she uses: 

• She saves steps by setting up cleaning utensil cen¬ 
ters in several areas of the house. This means tucking 
an extra electric broom in a closet off the living room, or 
pulling a second vacuum cleaner on the second floor 
of a house. 

• She calls the closets off her New York entrance 
hall "the cellar" and "the attic." One holds food and 
infrequently used cooking utensils. The other stores 
out-of-season clothes and other gear. 

• She gives a protective coaling of white appliance 
wax to all shelves and windowsils that she wants to 
wipe will) a damp cloth. She calls this "preventive" 
cleaning. 

• Each morning, she takes a portable cleaning 
basket — which contains an all-purpose cleaner, a dust 
er. paper towels, a glass and mirror cleaner and a while 
spray w ax — and makes the rounds of every room of her 
home, cleaning smudges and spots off glass..mirrors, 
walls and light switches. These little cleanup opera¬ 
tions complement her daily. 10-minute "Once over light¬ 
ly" routine, which Involves quickly putting the house in 
order, straightening furniture, fluffing up pillows, re¬ 
luming displaced objects, rearranging books, maga¬ 
zines and newspapers and throwing out the trash. Just 
making a house appear tidy boosts morale, she explains, 
and saves embarrassment if guests come unexpected¬ 
ly. 

• Her small New York kitchen is homey, colorful 
and as much the heart of the home as a country kitchen 
anywhere. Everything in it is within arm's reach, in¬ 
cluding the washer and dryer and the 38-inch-long 
butcher block tabic, which the Habeebs use for cooking, 
eating, writing and folding laundry. Pots, pans, skillets 
and other utensils hang in plain view from a large and 
handsome iron rack.

It) and 12 inches deep, and hold a variety of olher kitchen 
paraphernalia. 

When the Habeebs entertain, they divide the labor. 
He does the shopping, prepares the hors d'oeuvres and 
takes care of the beverages. She plans the menu and 
cooks. They both help serve and clean up. They don't re¬ 
tire until the kitchen is in order and they've given the 
living room the once-over-lightly treatment. 

If you think all this takes discipline, you are right. 
But Mrs. Habeeb says that if you do if long enough, it 
becomes second nature.

MEDICAL/BRIDGE 
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Disturbed child sent back to ‘womb’ 


CAGNES-SUR-MER, France (Reuter) — French 
doctors are testing a revolutionary form of treatment 
for emotionally disturbed children — they send them 
back to their mother’s “womb." 

At a clinic in this town on the French riviera, 
Anne-Marie Saurel, a 31-year-old psychologist, says she 
is obtaining spectacular results with unruly and un¬ 
happy youngsters — thanks to womb therapy. 

The treatment is conducted in a tiny room, built in 
an egg-shape to resemble a womb as closely as pos¬ 
sible. 

Soft music is played and the voice of the child's 
mother is filtered into this man-made uterus as key 
ingredients of the treatment.

As it was. declarer 
cashed the heart king, 
overtook his heart jack in 
dummy and discarded one 
club on dummy’s high 
heart Then he tried the 
club finesse in search of his 
game going trick. The 
finesse lost, the defenders 
had four tricks and de¬ 
clarer had to wait for an¬ 
other day. 

It is true that had trumps 
split, declarer would have 
had an easy overtrick. But 
it is also true that declarer 
could have found a safer 
way to assure 10 tricks. 

After ruffing the third 
diamond, declarer should 
cash one high trump and 
cash the king and jack of 
hearts. Next, instead of 
trying to split the trumps, 
he should lead a low trump 
to dummy to force an 
entry. West can win his 
queen of trumps if he 
wants to. but dummy will 
enjoy a sure entry to cash 
the remaining two high 
hearts.

The Ridgewood Group, 
named after the district of 


New York City where it is 
based, is described by ethnic 
German sources as a politic¬

QUEBEC CITY (CP) — Joe Clark said Tuesday a 
Progressive Conservative government would try 'to lower 
cost-of-living increases to five per cent a year and knock 
unemployment rates down to 5.5 per cent of the work force 
hy 1985. 

"This might stum ambitious or even daring," Clark 
told a luncheon meeting of the Quebec Chamber of 
Commerce where he outlined new medium-term eco¬ 
nomic objectives for the party. 

Those goals were "realistic and absolutely essential" 
if the country was to return to economic health 

A Conservative government, he said, would work to 
cut increases in inflation to no higher than five per cent 
from current annual rates of about nine per cent It would 
attempt to lower unemployment to no more than 5.5 per 
cent from current levels of about 7.9 per cent of the 
work force. 

It would try to raise real economic growth to 5.2 per 
cent from current levels of about four per cent and it 
would attempt to bring productivity increases back to 
traditional yearly levels of 2V, per cent. 

“It goes without saying that the accent will be on 
private enterprise,” Clark said. 

The appearance came during Clark's first foray in 
the May 22 election campaign into Quebec where his 
party has been weak since the Diefenbaker years of the 
late 1950s and early 1960s. 

He was given a polite but restrained reception by the 
150 businessmen and women at the luncheon. He received 
only a partial standing ovation when he was introduced, his 
speech was not once interrupted by applause and his 
audience left quickly when he finished. 

Clark devoted part of his address to criticism of Prime 
Minister Trudeau's economic policies, saying 11 years of 
Liberal government had brought a three fold increase in 
unemployment, a doubling of inflation and a sharp drop in 
the value of the dollar.

National debt ‘bogus issue’ 


EDMONTON (UPC) — The biggest bogus issue in 
Canada now is the size of the national debt, New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader Ed Broadbent said Tuesday. 

Broadbent told about 300 law students at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta that "Canada’s debt is about in the center 
of all the OECD (Organization of Economic and Co-opera¬ 
tive Development) countries—it is not exceptional.” 

The NDP leader, who holds an economics doctor¬ 
ate. said "I don't think it is necessarily bad if the debt is 
increased a little if money is put into meaningful energy 
projects. In fact, there would be a pet plus." 

"Basically, the national debt is a bogus issue created 


by the (Conservative finance critic) Sinclair Stevens theory 
of economics, and that Is all right for a first-year class for 
economics, but it is not good enough. 

"There has to be some entrepreneurial management 
with planning between the government and the private 
sector to set up a secondary petrochemical industry in the 
west (of Canada)." 

However. Broadbent said the industry would have to 
be Canadian controlled "I don't care if it was con¬ 
trolled by the government or private sector, but I want it 
to be Canadian controlled."

LA POCAT1ERE. Que. (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau was booed Tuesday by 
about 500 students in this agricultural com¬ 
munity 120 kilometres east of Quebec City 
when he said “farmers are professional 
complainers.” 

The prime minister immediately con¬ 
ceded the remark was bound to give him 
unfavorable headlines today. 

DURING A QUESTION-and-answer ses¬ 
sion at a French-language junior college, 
one student grumbled that western Cana 
dian farmers were treated better by the 
federal government than those in Quebec. 

“In other provinces, they accuse us of 
giving Quebec too much — French power." 
Trudeau replied. 

Ottawa had done much for Quebec farm¬ 
ers, he maintained, adding that farmers 
were always complaining. 

“WHEN THERE IS too much sun, they 
complain. When there is too much rain, 
they enmplain. A farmer is a com- 
plainer.” 

As the boos began from the otherwise 
well-behaved audience, Trudeau jokingly 
tried to patch things up. 

"Okay, the farmers are always content 
— very happy. They like the govern¬ 
ment." 

ABOUT 10 YEARS ago Trudeau angered 
Saskatchewan farmers by asking them: 
“Why should I sell your wheat?" 

Prairie farmers have voted heavily for 
Progressive Conservatives in the last 25 


years, believing that party could best pro¬ 
tect their interests. 

Three years ago. Quebec dairy farmers 
demonstrated on Parliament Hill throwing 
milk in the face of Agriculture Minister 
Eugene Whelan because of their displea¬ 
sure with federally-set milk quotas. 

EARLIER IN THE day, Trudeau re¬ 
ceived a cool reception in nearby Mont- 
magny, where he received only light ap¬ 
plause from an audience of 200 and a 
stuffed'goose as a souvenir from local 
Liberals.

"1 can feel uncom¬ 
fortable in a crowd of 
people if I don't know 
someone.

Peking muzzles ‘unruly’ activists 


West’s banks 
underwriting 
racism—study 

I'NfTED NATIONS (U1M) — A UN-commissioned re¬ 
port released this week shows that banks in five western 
nations loaned South Africa nearly $5.5 billion since 1972—a 
figure Niperia called evidence of western support for 
, Pretoria's apartheid repime. 

The report, ordered by the UN anti apartheid com¬ 
mittee. said 382 banks in the United States, Britain, 
France. West Germany and Switzerland had made 158 
loans to South Africa durinp the six-year period. 

Nigerian UN ambassador Leslie 0. Hacriman, the 
committee's chairman, called the report "shocking" and 
said it constituted "the most complete evidence” of 
continued Western collaboration with South Africa's apar¬ 
theid system. 

The report, compiled by Corporate Data Exchange 
Inc. of New York, was viewed as a key step in a 
new campaign by black African states to get the UN 
Security Council to slap stiff economic sanctions, including 
a full-fledged oil embargo, against South Africa. 

The United States and Britain have used their vetoes to 
stop all such Security Council sanctions. Washington and 
London contend the better way to deal with South Africa is 
throuph negotiations. 

Harriman told UN report- 
ers that foreign loans and 
credits "have enabled the 
apartheid repime to finance 
its repressive apparatus and 
increase its military budget 
from $40 million in 1900 to 
nearly $2 billion this year, 
thereby becoming a grave 
menace to peace and free¬ 
dom in Africa." 

The report said some 100 
U.S. banks participated in 
more than $3 billion in loans, 
bonds and trade financing to 
Pretoria from 1972 to July 
1978. 

At the top of the list was 
Citibank Corp.. participat¬ 
ing in 33 loans worth $1.3 
bjjlion. Next came Manufac¬ 
turers Hanover, 24 loans to¬ 
talling $915.9 million; Chase 
Manhattan. It) loans total¬ 
ling $591.8 million; J.P. Mor¬ 
gan. 10 loans totalling $521.8 
million; and Kidder Pea¬ 
body. 19 loans totalling 
$513.2 million. 

Harriman said the report 
confirmed the "unethical 
complicity" of the major 
western powers with South 
Africa even as they den¬ 
ounced Pretoria for its apar¬ 
theid practices. 

"They publicly decry the 
loss of black lives in South 
Africa while privately they 
finance it." 


PEKING (Reuter) — A 
' bitter verbal war has broken 
out between Chinese author¬ 
ities and political activists, 
whose campaign for human 
rights was described by the 
media Monday as becoming 
unruly. 

After almost five months 
of liberalization, Chinese au¬ 
thorities are clamping down 
on what they regard as ex¬ 
cesses of the campaign. 
They are Justifying their 
stand in published reports 
saying that the public ap¬ 
proves of such steps. 

Municipal authorities in 
Peking and Shanghai have 
announced a ban on pub- 


. lished criticism. The official 
news agency Xinhua and the 
People's Dally, voice of the 
Communist party, published 
reports Monday to justify 
the new restrictions. 

The reports follow a state¬ 
ment during the weekend by 
one activist group that the 
freedom and democracy 
talked about by the govern¬ 
ment "is only an order to the 
Chinese people to bolster the 
prestige of the authorities 
which are in power.”

fail 

tests 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Nearly a quarter of the 
dams inspected by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
over a Hi month period 
proved unsafe, with 32 re¬ 
quiring immediate emer¬ 
gency repairs, a corps offi¬ 
cial said here. 

Lt. Col. Samuel Collins, 
assistant director of civil 
works for the corps, told a 
congressional briefing that 
2.311 privately-owned dams 
and others not operated by 
federal agencies had been 
fully inspected by February 
out of 55,(8)0 in the country. 

Of those, 559, or 24.2 per 
cent, were judged unsafe be¬ 
cause of structural, opera¬ 
tional or other defects and 
32. or 1.4 per cent, needed 
emergency repairs. The 
reservoirs behind at least 12 
were ordered completely 
drained, he said. 

An August. 1972, federal 
law authorized the corps to 
inspect all non-federal 
dams, but the Republican 
administration decided the 
work should be left to the 
states, Collins said. 

No inspections were con¬ 
ducted until, December. 
1977, when President Carter 
ordered the law implement¬ 
ed after the failures of the 
Teton Dam in Idaho and one 
in Georgia, he added.

REFUGEE

KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter) — More than too Viet¬ 
namese refugees drowned off Malaysia's east coast on 
the weekend when their boat capsized while being towed 
nut to sea. the United Nations refugee agency says. 

The Asian representative of the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees, Rajagoplant Sampatkumar, said 
the boat "simply overturned and capsized” while being 
towed to-sea by a Malaysian police vessel. 

The UN representative told reporters one of the 
survivors had gunshot wounds sustained when a naval 
patrol boat apparently opened fire in an attempt to 
scare the boat away. The wounds were not believed to 
be serious. 

The boat was carrying 227 refugees, as well as the 
bodies df 10 who had already died on the hazardous 
crotisiqg from Vietnam. 

They sought permission to land at Mersing Port, in 
Malaysia's southernmost state of Johore, about 230 
kilometres from Singapore, but authorities refused to 
let them come ashore, and towed the boat out to sea 


Airlines planning to boost 
fares by seven per cent 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) - The 
world’s major airlines have reached vir¬ 
tual agreement on an across-the-board in¬ 
crease of seven per cent in most pas¬ 
senger fares and cargo rates to meet 
soaring fuel bills, conference officials re¬ 
ported this week. 

Gordon Ruddick, spokesman of the In 
ternational Air Transport Association, said 
that while the accord was yet to be com¬ 
pleted, “it looks as if it will be in the 
order of seven per cent with some excep¬ 
tions in various areas of the world where it 
will be five per cent." 


The conference, which began last Wed¬ 
nesday, is attended by some 65 I/VTA 
member airlines representing roughly 80 
per cent of international air traffic. 

The fare increase, which is subject to 
approval by the member airlines' govern¬ 
ments, is likely to becomeeffective May 15 
and would apply to "all published fares." 
Ruddick said. 

The meeting was called by IATA follow¬ 
ing the cutoff of Iranian oil exports and the 
general disruption of oil distribution which 
caused a sharp rise in aviation fuel costs.

Saanich-Oak Bay 


Parking talks set 


Saanich 4 council has 
named a four-man delega¬ 
tion to meet with neighbor¬ 
ing Oak Bay council for dis¬ 
cussions on parking at 
Camosun College. 

Aldermen decided Mon¬ 
day to arrange the meeting 
after debate on a request by 
the college board that Saan¬ 
ich relax parking require¬ 
ments to save three acres of 
woodland. 

The request was made so 
that only about five acres of 
additional college parking 
need be provided in the near 
by Hudson's Bay Woods, not 
8.5 acres as originally 
planned. 

The use of the woodland 
for parking has generated 
fierce opposition. Petitions 
of more than 1,100 names' 
have been presented to Oak 


Bay council calling on it to 
zone the area parkland to 
prevent its conversion to 
paved parking spaces. 

Oak Bay’s position is that 
it cannot rezone the land as 
park, which would prevent 
B.C. Buildings Corp. from 
legitimate use of its land,: 
although aldermen there are 
generally sympathetic to 
keeping the area in its natu¬ 
ral state. 

Chief Saanich planner Gil 
Laurenson said in a report to 
council that there were no 
specific requirements for 
post-secondary schools in 
the zoning bylaw. 

Regulations for senior 
secondary schools called for 
one space per employee and 
one space for each 10 stu¬ 
dents. 

Approximately 1.000 full 


and part-time students and 
210 staff members use cam¬ 
pus facilities at any one 
time. The Lansdowne cam¬ 
pus now accommodates 486 
cars. 

"We are satisfied the col¬ 
lege has sufficient land on 
their own campus for addi¬ 
tional parking purposes," 
the planner said. 

A condition of develop¬ 
ment plan approval for a 
multi-purpose building 
planned on the campus 
should be a request that the 
board undertake to expand 
off-street parking areas on 
the campus as demand war¬ 
ranted, he said. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
he was pleased to learn that 
the board had decided to 
adopt a pay-parking policy 
for students. 


Two of three Colwood teenagers were 
fined and the other was given commu¬ 
nity service work after they pleaded guilty 
Tuesday in Victoria provincial court to 
causing a disturbance. 

Lance Robert Aastrom, 17, of 2579 Rain- 
ville, and another 17-year-old, Randy Ri¬ 
chard McLeod, of 927 Bray, pleaded guilty 
to a joint charge of causing a distur¬ 
bance by screaming. Robin James Nee- 
land. 18, of 2743 Spencer, pleaded guilty to 
causing a disturbance by fighting and ob¬ 
structing a peace officer. 

Crown counsel Robert Mullligan told 
Judge William Ostler the incident oc¬ 
curred at about 1 a.m: on Feb. 3 after 
residents complained to Colwood RCMP 
about a rowdy disturbance in the 2600- 
block Wentwich. 

When police arrived, they saw a crowd of 
youths screaming and breaking bottles on 
the street. 

At least two officers were grabbed dur¬ 
ing the melee, court was told. 

Asked if they had anything to say, Aas¬ 
trom said lie was yelling because he was 
being "beat upon by police." McLeod said 
he didn't know why he was charged be¬ 
cause there were at least 10 persons 
screaming and the fighting was just be¬ 
tween friends, and Neeland said he was 
just standing there when a police officer 
pushed him down, causing him to grab onto 
the policeman’s sleeve for balance. 

Ostler fined Aastrom and McLeod $35 
each, levied an additional $25 fine on 
McLeod, who also pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing a disturbance by fighting, and gave 
Neeland a suspended sentence, placed him 
on six months’ probation and ordered him 


to perform 60 hours of community service 
work. 

OSTLER REJECTED defence lawyer 
Brock Emberton's application for a condi 
tional discharge for 11-year-old Marlene 
Gaye Davis, of 3284 Galloway. ' 

Mrs. Davis changed her plea to guilty on 
five counts of making false statements 
for unemployment insurance benefits, and 
crown counsel Harold Turnham withdrew 
two other counts on the same charge. 

Turnham said the woman was working 
part and full time as a cashier with the 
Ltquor Administration Branch while col¬ 
lecting UIC benefits and declaring she 
was not employed. 

Turnham said Mrs. Davis received more 
than $600 to which she wasn't entitled 
but that complete restitution had been 
made last year. 

Emberton's application for a discharge 
was based on the fact the woman was still 
employed as a cashier at liquor stores and 
was in a bondable position. He said his 
client was emotionally upset over the pur 
chaSe of a house from a friend which 
wasn’t what it was made out to be. 

Turnham said he made checks at the 
Liquor Administration Branch and was in¬ 
formed an employee would, not lose a job 
unless a jail sentence was imposed, and 
Turnham stated he was not asking Ostler 
to impose a jail term. 

In rejecting Emberton's application, 
Ostler noted the nature of the offence, the 
susceptibility of the unemployment insur 
ance fund and the propensity of such 
offences. 

He levied $50 fines on each of the five 
counts.

Boatowner ‘worked’ with police in drug trip 


A member of the Acapulco 
Yacht Club in Mexico pro¬ 
vided the boat which 
brought 13.5 tons of thari- 
juana to B.C. last summer, a 
drug conspiracy trial in Vic¬ 
toria County Court was told 
Tuesday. 

The member, identified as 
Nilo Batista, an unindicted 
co-conspirator, also re¬ 
ceived more than $100,000 
as his rental of the boat to 
various individuals in addi¬ 
tion to an official $3,000 from 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration for ex¬ 
penses. possibly fuel. DEA 
special agent Arthur Ri 
chard Vandiver testified in 
cross-examination. 

FIVE CANADIANS are 

accused of conspiracy to im¬ 
port marijuana with 14 
named persons and persons 
unknown between April T 
and July 16, 1978; importing 
marijuana between the 
same dates; and possession 
of marijuana on July 15 for 
the purpose of trafficking. 

They are: Garth Clarence 
Vincent Joseph Sexton. '27. 
of Vancouver: Ronald Cecil 
Spurrell. 31. of.Surrey; Fre¬ 
derick Charles Scott.

Batista was 
known as a drug smuggler, 
that he had been arrested 
before, that he had contacts 
in Colombia and that he 
owned boats. 

Asked if there is a great 
deal of graft and corruption 
in Mexico, he said "yes, it 
has a reputation in that 
way." 

IIF. AGREED Batista had 
not been charged in connec¬ 
tion with this case and as far 
as he knew, he was still in 
Acapulco. 

The $3,000 officially paid 
him by the U.S. government 
was in cash and a receipt 
was given, he said. He did 
not have personal knowl¬ 
edge if the money was to 
fuel and provision a boat but 
it was for expenses, possibly 
for fuel. 

Vandiver also said he met 
Pereira, whom he described 
as a part-Portuguese boat 
captain w ho lives in France 
and who was skipper of Ba 
tista's boat, the Toernyn, in 
connection with this case. 

HE SAID Pereira knew 
there would be marijuana 
aboard and the skipper was 
co-operating with the DEA. 
No charges against him 
were contemplated in con¬ 
nection with this case. 

Pereira was in the same 
position as Batista, he said, 
working with the police. 

Vandiver agreed there 
was an arrangement with 
Batista that he would be 
protected from prosecution 
and keep the rental for his 
boat. 

ASKED IF separate 
rental payments of $100,000 
and $45,000 were made to 
Batista. Vandiver said he 
knew of two payments total¬ 
ling $100,000.

Vandiver said, in‘cross-ex- 
aminatlon, that he had never 
seen the five men now 
standing trial before the 
preliminary hearing. He 
also agreed Batista gave 
drug officers a briefing and 
they gave him the go- 
ahead. 

THE JURY so far has 
heard only Vandiver, the 
first of an expected 50 prose¬ 
cution witnesses, and his 
testimony lasted just 37 


minutes Monday and Tues¬ 
day. The rest of the time was 
spent in the jury selection 
and the Jury has been ex¬ 
cused several times while 
matters were argued in 
their absence. In addition, 
an unrelated court matter 
required Judge Peter Mill- 
ward’s presence for more 
than an hour Tuesday.

Garden Notes 


The average seed catalogue will list 
anywhere from 8 to 26 different kinds 
of beans, and I know of one specialist 
grower in the U.S. who lists nothing 
else but beans in his catalogue — over 
120 varieties! Consequently, the job of 
selecting a couple of kinds for the 
home garden isn't easy. 

Not counting the broad bean, which 
isn't a true bean but a member of the 
pea family, beans, are grouped into 
tall and dwarf plants, and into green 
and yellow-podded varieties, although 
there is a purple podded kind that 
turns green in the cooking. 

Personally, I have given up the 
growing of the tall or pole beans be¬ 
cause they take up too much space in 
my garden, even though their flavor is 
usually richer and "beanier" than the 
dwarf or bush varieties. The vines 
grow from 6 to 15 feet tall, so finding 
space for such tall vines isn't easy. 

However, if you have room for the 
usual “wigwam" of 10-foot poles, or if 
you have a tall fence which you wish to 
cover with beans Jnstead of clematis 
or wisteria, I suggest you try Blue 
Lake. These vines grow to about 7 feet 
in height, and the pods are more tend¬ 
er and tasty than the usual Scarlet 
Runner. 

On the other hand, if you are a

Scarlet Runner addict without the 
room to grow the tall vines, the plant 
breeders have developed a dwarf bush 
form called Hammond's Dwarf Scar¬ 
let Runner. 

Among the dwarf or bush beans, we 
grow both a green and a yellow vari¬ 
ety. as the flavor is quite different. 
Out yellow one is Kinghorn, not a new 
variety but one which has never let us 
down, producing oodles of brittle, 
crisp, stringless yellow pods starting 
around 50 days after the seeds art- 
sown. Kinghorn Wax is an especially 
good choice for freezing and canning. 

This year we will be trying a short 
row of a variety call Gold Crop which 
comes to me highly recommended. I 
don’t know just how it will take to our 
soil and climate, nor how its flavor and 
texture will stack up, and I'll make a 
point of reporting on it in a future 
column. 

For our green beans, we have fin¬ 
ally abandoned our old favorite, Ten- 
dergreen, in favor of one called Execu¬ 
tive. Tendergreen is a good bean — in 
fact, it copped a gold medal for excel¬ 
lence when it first came out — but in a 
critical taste test, my family gave the 
edge to Executive. The vines make 2'/4 
feet of bush growth and will stand 
without slaking, and the pods are 


thick, meaty and absolutely stringiest 
We even eat them raw at times, as 
television snack or chopped into ,4- 
green salad. 

Because of our new-found predileu, 
tion for uncooked fruits and vegeSJ 
tables, we are looking forward to out 
first feed of the new edible podd 
pea. Sugar Snap, the All-America gt 
medal winner for 1979. Our seeds ha’ 
arrived, but we haven't figured out yet 
where to grow them, as the vines are 45 
to 6 feet in height. 

This is a most interesting vegeiu 
table, created by crossing a Chinese’ 
snow pea with one of our ordinary 
garden varieties. Sugar Snap cap be 
Cooked, but only very lightly, as over-] 
cooking makes the pods come apart;’ 
they can be frozen, but not canned. 4 

In passing, I should remind you thaL 
beans (except English broad beansr 
are about the last of the vegetables tfis 
be sown, for the seeds will rot if you . 
put them in while the soil is still cold- 
and wet. ^ 

You have to keep them picked, too, I 
even if you can't eat them ail and have 
to give away the surplus to the neigh-, 
bors, for if the pods are allowed tofHL 
out and ripen their seeds, the vines wiln 
quit bearing.

One reason, among others, that I 
grew the beard was that I got sick 
and tired of people sidling up to me 
and asking (confidentially) whethe'r I 
dyed my hair or not.

What has happened, of course, in 
our time, is that the venerable beard 
has transformed itself from an em¬ 
blem of age, authority and dignity into 
a badge of youth, freedom and insou¬ 
ciance.

In Ameri¬ 
ca. beards came and went in cyclesjf 
every few decades, like sheep sheared* 
or unsheared, for no particular reason 
except mass conformity. 

Now. perhaps for the first time "iff 
history, the beard waves in the wind as 
a mark of youthful independence frojp. 
the buttoned-down establishment i 
grew mine in pride of years, only .to. 
find that it puts me among my juniors, 
who wonder suspiciously why I’m try-, 
jng to pass myself off as younger!

Premier Bennett fired his first elec¬ 
tion salvo Tuesday with a challenge to 
public debate with the leaders of 
the NDP, any time, any place — but 
only on a three-to-one basis. 

Bennett said he would be prepared 
to engage in public debate with David 
Barrett, leader of the NDP; Robert 
Williams. former cabinet minister in 
the Barrett government, and Jim Kin 
naird. leader of the B.C. Federa 
tion of Labor. 


Bennett would appear alone. 

But the NDP wasn't biting. 

Barrett said from Alaska that he 
would debate with Bennett any time 
anywhere on a one-on-one basis "face 
to face in front of the public” but that 
he would not accept a debate challenge 
with any conditions imposed. 

Williams said he couldn't under¬ 
stand why he had even been invited 
because he was now a private citizen, 
not a politician. 


NDP house leader William King 
said he thought the challenge a little 
silly, "almost as silly as us sug¬ 
gesting that we ll debate with the pre 
mier if he'll bring Bob Sommers and 
Jack Davis along." 

Sommers, a minister in a W.A.C. 
Bennett cabinet, was convicted of ac¬ 
cepting bribes. Davis, a former mem¬ 
ber of the current cabinet, was con¬ 
victed of fraud involving airline 
tickets.

ISLAMABAD — Official sources said today former 
Pakistani prime minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was hanged 
shortly before sunrise in Rawalpindi district jail. 

The sources said Bhutto's body will be flown by plane 
and helicopter to his home tow n of Larkana in Sind province, 
where he will be buried. 

In Karachi, the Daily Jang newspaper reported the 
hanging in a special supplement. 

Bhutto. 51, who was ousted in 1977 by the current 
military government of President Mohammed Zia ul-Haq. 
was convicted of ordering the death of a political opponent 
while in office. 

The Daily Jang said that on Tuesday, Zia rejected 
all appeals to save the former prime minister. 

Bhutto, 51, who spent a year in the death cell, was 
said Tuesday by members of his family to be resigned 
to his fate. 

Heads of government and state throughout the world, 
including Prime Minister Trudeau, U.S. President Carter 
and Pope John Paul, had asked Zia to show mercy.

B.C. will go to the polls on Thursday, May 10. 
three years and five months after electing Premier 
Bennett and a Social Credit Government. 

The campaign comes on top of a federal campaign 
leading to a national election only 12 days after 
B.C.’s. 

Benneit. visited Government House shortly after 
6:30 p.m. Tuesday to request Lieutenant-Governor 
Henry Bell-Irving to dissolve the current session of 
the Legislature by proclamation. 

In announcing the election date. Bennett said he 
felt the people of B. C. should have the opportunity to 
make-a clear choice on the type of government they 
need. 

Clear philosophical choice 


"It is a dear choice, a 
choice in philosophies." he - 
said. "The people must raise 
their voices on how they 
want their resources devel¬ 
oped."

Barrett did make that 
statement when the shares 
were first announced, but 
later changed his stand to 
state that it w as now too late 
to stop distribution.

NDP house leader, 
confirmed that view follow¬ 
ing Bennett’s announce¬ 
ment . 

"Distribution of the 
shares is not the way we 
would have gone." he said.

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The assurances of Monday 
became the promises of May 
10 yesterday when Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor Henry Bell- 
Irving dissolved the B.C. 
Legislature at the request of 
Premier Bennett. 

Dissolution placed all the 
promises of the budget 
speech delivered Monday in 
limbo until after the May 10 
vote. 

Bennett stated categori¬ 
cally. however, that the 
sales-tax reduction from 
five per cent to four per 
cent, was in effect and 
would remain in effect until 
changed by whichever group 
forms the government after 
the election. 

Other promises, including 
the $2.5 million pledged to 
Victoria for a convention 
centre on Wharf Street, can¬ 
not bo fulfilled until ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature. 


Bennett said Tuesday 
night that if his party is re¬ 
turned to power on May 10 
.all the promises In the bud¬ 
get speech would be kept. 

The premier had no an¬ 
swer to the apparent dis¬ 
crepancy in the budget 
speech and detailed legisla¬ 
tion guaranteeing a two per 
eentage point drop in pro¬ 
vincial personal income tax 
— again if the government is 
re-elected. 

In the budget speech Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
promised a two percentage 
point drop this ywpr. In the 
legislation the cutback is for 
one percentage point this 
year, a second percentage 
point in 1980. 

"You'll have to ask the 
minister," Bennett told the 
Colonist. "All I know is that 
we agreed to two percentage 
points."

The NDP. now faced with the job of mounting 
simultaneous federal and provincial election cam¬ 
paigns. accused Premier Benneit Tuesday of trying 
to retain power by confusing the public. 

But at the same time it said it was more highly 
organized and better pre¬ 
pared for the fight than Ben¬ 
nett may have anticipated. 

"There's going to be mas¬ 
sive confusion on the elec¬ 
tion front." said Y'vonne 
Cocke, provincial campaign 
manager for the NDP. "But 
because we are one party 
federally and provincially 
we expect to do all right. It 
doesn't present any organi¬ 
zational problem to us." 

Some NDP strategists feel 
the provincial election is 
going to be a major plus 
factor lor their party when 
the federal election follows 
just 12 days later. 

The reasoning is this: the NDP normally takes 
about in per cent of the vote provincially. but only 
about 21 to 25 per cent in federal elections. The 
thought is that this time the heavier percentage of 
provincial votes will carry over into the federal 
election. 

But the NDP isn't the only party counting on a 
one-two election punch. 

CONSERVATIVE LEADER Victor Stephens, 
the solitary Tory figure in the House when the 
session ground to a hall Tuesday, says lie is con¬ 
vinced Ihe party is ready to make its best showing in 
30 y ears and that this would be reflected in Southern 
Ontario May 22. Both the Liberals and Tories feel 
Southern Ontario, particularly Toronto, will be the 
deciding factor in the national contest. . 

The NDP. with 36 candidates nominated so far. 
will launch its campaign Saturday when party leader 
David Barrett speaks at a Prince George rally 

"People are going to find it difficult to determine 
which candidate is running for which level of govern¬ 
ment, as well as figuring out what day and at what 
polling station they should vote." Cocke said 

"THE ONLY POSSIBLE explanation is that 
Premier Bennett wants to deliberately confuse the 
electorate in order to sneak back into power 

"A provincial election at this time is totally 
unnecessary. Instead of calling an election with 
almost two years left in his term. Premier Bennett 
should be taking action to deal with the serious 
unemployment probent facing the province." 

Cocke said many Social Credit workers would be 
found working on both the Liberal and Conservative 
federal-campaigns. Federal NDP leader Ed Broad 
bent, campaigning in Edmonton, agreed. 

Cocke said federal election advertising would 
leave very little television time open to the provincial 
campaign Beginning April 22. 'and predicted Social 
Credit would turn to American stations. Her party 
wouldn't, she said.

Citv wants to meet

PORT ALBERNI— Coun- 
. cil has instructed the city 
management to set up a 
meeting with the school 
board of district 70 to dis¬ 
cuss the 1979 school budget 
in the light of the increased 
share of education costs, 
which are to be borne by the 
municipal taxpayer. 

Discussion of the matter 
arose from the receipt of a 
letter from the city of Arm¬ 
strong in the Interior, ad¬ 
dressed to Education Min¬ 
ister Pat McGeer. 

The letter pointed out that 
since 1975 the provincial 
basic levy against munici¬ 
palities for education costs 
had increased 57.28 per cent, 
despite the campaign prom¬ 
ises of the Social Credit 
party that it intended to re¬ 
move the costs of education 
from the property tax. 

Aid. George McKnight 
moved that the city send a 
letter to McGeer, with a 
copy to the mayor of Arm¬ 
strong, in full support of the 
contention that the provin¬ 
cial share of education costs 
was too little, the municipal 
share too great. 

Aid. Alice Chiko pointed 
out. however, that despite 
the fact that the city's objec¬ 
tion to the cost-sharing for¬ 
mula had come up on sev¬ 
eral previous occasions, the 
matter had never been dis¬ 
cussed with the local school 
board. 

“Personally I don't think 
we should undertake yet an¬ 
other objection to our share 
of school costs until we have 
gotten the views of the 
school board," she said. 

Mayor Jim Robertson re¬ 
marked that he didn't think 
that any such meeting would 
change the facts of the case, 
namely that the municipal 
taxpayer was being asked to 
shoulder an increasing 
share of the education tax 
burden. 

McKnight said he would 
welcome a meeting with the 
school boSrd to discuss the 
matter, but agreed with the 
mayor that it could not alter 
the city's basic objection to 
the province shifting more 
and more of the cost of 
schooling to the municipal 
level. 

Aid, Bea Wilson agreed 
with Aid. Chiko. 

"The school board is the 
guy in the middle in this 
whole controversy between 
the municipalities and the 
provincial government," 
she said "I would like to 
hear what their concerns 
are and just where they 
stand on the issue." 

McKnight then changed 
his motion to accommodate 
the setting up of a meeting 
with the board. 

In other business, the 
council gave final reading to 
the agreements which will 
see the new L'rban Transit 


board 


Authority take over the pub¬ 
lic transportation system in 
the city this Sunday. 

McKnight reported that 
the meetings between the 
city finance committee, rep¬ 
resentatives of the authority 
and Western Bus Lines, 
which runs the city buses. 


bad been successfully con¬ 
cluded and that all was in 
readiness for the new pro¬ 
gram. 

Under the new cost-shar¬ 
ing formula, he said, the city 
should see some saving on 
transportation subsidies for 
the remainder of the year.

Credit courses in music 


COMOX — Four instructors from Vancouver Com¬ 
munity College will be seconded to the North Island 
College to allow the college to offer credit music 
courses as part of the Courtenay Youth Music Centre 
summer program. 

In a letter to Dennis W'ing. NIC principal, a total 
cost of $11,716.50 was estimated as the full costs and 
benefits for the four instructors. 

However, "because our (VCC) music program is 
one of our technical program offerings, SO per cent of 
the cost is borne by the province and 10 per cent is the 
responsibility of Vancouver." 

"Therefore, we feel that a reasonable recovery 
from North Island college for the secondment of these 
four instructors would be $5,900," A. S. Manera. Van 
couver college principal, said. 

The Vancouver school also suggested that a A. T. 
Smith, the music department's program assistant, 
be seconded for a two-week period at a cost of $700. 

According to Manera, Smith would be required to 
move and set up instruments, see to registration,' 
course lists and marks. 

NIC council members appeared receptive to the 
proposal, which Wingsaid was a good one. 

Elsewhere on the education front, some citizens in 
the Comox Valley want an independent school formed 
"that would leach from a totally Biblical perspective, 
and Would thus be an acceptable alternative to the 
provincial education system, and would hire its own 
staff." according to a letter from Peter Mills. 

He sent the letter to Courtenay school district trus¬ 
tees, seeking use oTa-school at Sandwick, but will re¬ 
ceive little encouragement from that body.

Courtenay and Comox Lions clubs are jointly spon¬ 
soring the campaign which has begun with the mailing 
of seals to local households. 

The annual event is part of the money-raising 
efforts of Lions and is used in their major project of 
supporting Crippled Children. 

One of the projects now underway by Lions is a 
camp at Shawnigan. 

In the Comox Valley, Lions have supported the 
Child Development Centre operated by the Comox Val¬ 
ley Cerebral Palsy and Neurological Association. The 
centre operates an Easter Seal bus donated by the 
Lions. 

Meanwhile, children ages four to 12 will have the 
opportunity to take part in an egg-decorating contest 
again this year. 

The contest is sponsored by the regional libraries in 
Courtenay, Comox and Cumberland. Eggs must be in 
the library by this Friday and each egg must be identi¬ 
fied with the contestant’s name, age and phone num¬ 
ber. 

Winners will be notified on Saturday, April II. 

Eggs entered in the contest must be either hard- 
boiled or blown. To blow an egg. a small hole is pricked 
in each end and then the contents blown out into a 
container. 


DUNCAN—Homeowners 
and new-home builders were 
urged to "think solar” and 
were given some ideas on 
the most productive way to 
achieve this by architect 
Chris Mattock. 

Mattock was one of four 
panellists speaking at a pub¬ 
lic meeting, considering 
such questions as: Can Van 
couver Island be more self- 
sufficient? 

The meeting followed a 
day-long Focus on Energy 
workshop held in the new 
Cowichan Community 
Centre. 

Mattock said passive ap¬ 
proaches, where the build¬ 
ing takes in heat through 
south-facing windows and 
traps it in the walls to be 
radiated when the tempera¬ 
ture cools, were recom¬ 
mended as generally less 
expensive and more effi¬ 
cient than activesystems. 

Other panellists were 
Mike Margolick, SPEC re¬ 
searcher; Roger Bryonton 
mechanical engineer, and 
Kim Roberts, environmen¬ 
tal lawyer. 

Margolick said space 
heating puts on the heaviest 
residential demand on en¬ 
ergy. Residential use ac¬ 
counts for about two-thirds 
of B.C. Hydro's demand pre¬ 
dictions for Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Efforts to make homes 
more heat-efficient could 
substantially reduce the 
need for further Hydro de¬ 
velopments as the Cheekye 
to Dunsmuir line currently 
underway, claimed Margo¬ 
lick. 

He also stressed the need 
for industry to take a more 
conserving approach to en¬ 
ergy but pointed out that 
there is little incentive for 
them to do this "as long as 
rate structures encourage 
bulk, use of electrical en¬ 
ergy." 

Roger Bryenton and Kim 
Roberts both stressed that 
efforts to halt expensive and 
environmentally question¬ 
able expansion by B.C. 
Hydro must go hand in hand 
with well thought-out efforts 
to develop alternative prac¬ 
tices. 

Bryenton said more heat 
efficient homes, the use of 
municipal garbage and 
forest waste to produce 
methane gas which can bo¬ 
used in cars and the use of 
hog fuel industrially are 
practices which hold some 
promise for the Island. 

Kim Roberts said a num¬ 
ber of these measures can 
be pressed for at the muni 
cipal level. 

In responding to questions 
and discussion from the au¬ 
dience, Chris Mattock said 
the idea that solar technol¬ 
ogy is impractical and can 
not be a major supplier of 
energy is simply erroneous. 

It was stressed by panel¬ 
lists that conservation mea¬ 
sures such as insulating not 
only result in direct energy 
savings but also reduce the 
need for costly Hydro ex¬ 
pansion projects, which the 
public subsidizes through 
their taxes. 

Considering the extent to 
which Vancouver Island 
could be less dependent on 
mainland sources of energy. 


Mike Margolick said that a 
major problem here is 
"peaking” or very heavy de¬ 
mand at particular times of 
the day, especially around 5 
p.m. 

There are a number of 
ways of approaching this 
problem, particularly sche¬ 
duling on the part of indus¬ 
try, which can act as an 
alternative to simply keep¬ 
ing large reserve supplies, 
he said. 

At the same session, Jim 
Manly, NDP candidate for 
Cowichan-Malahat-The Is¬ 
lands, says that "we (NDP) 
won't tolerate the creation 
of a China Syndrome on 
Vancouver Island” 

Manly demanded that a 
moratorium be declared on 


nuclear power and uranium 
mining throughout Canada 
to guarantee that there is 
not to be a repeat of the 
problems being experienced 
in Harrisburg, * Pennsylva¬ 
nia, within Canada. 

"We must launch a full- 
scale investigation into the 
ramifications of uranium 
power, and seriously search 
for safe alternate sources of 
energy," Manly said. 

■;The time for meaningful 
development of solar tech 
nolog.v has never been 
closer," said Manly, while 
calling for public participa-’ 
tion in the process. 

The workshop heard nu¬ 
merous other resource per 
sons speak on the specifics 
of solar power. 


Region restates 
herbicide stand 


COURTENAY — Direc¬ 
tors of Comox Strathcona 
Regional District have once 
again emphasized their dis¬ 
like for use of 2, ID. 

B.C. Hydro, aware of the 
directors’ stand, has once 
again planned to use the 
herbicide to clear its right- 
of-way in the Black Creek, 
Campbell River, Tahsis and 
Gold River areas. 

Hydro wrote C-SRD say¬ 
ing it would seek permission 
to use the herbicide, but this 
time requested a meeting 
w ith regional directors. 

Past board chairman 
Norm Lysnc called such a 
meeting "futile" because C- 
SRD has been on record 
"lime and time again" 
against the use of herbicides 


for control of vegetation. 

Several directors repeat 
ed their contention that con 
trol could be achieved b\ 
manual means. 

Hydro’s letter said it was 
planning to "stump treat" 
deciduous growth on rights 
of-wav in the areas Tahsis to 
Gold River, Gold River to 
Strathcona Dam, with 70 
acres to be treated in each 
case including a small 
amount of maple which will 
be treated with tordon. 

Board chairman Keith 
Hudson appeared pleased 
with the new attempt at co¬ 
operation and another diree 
tor said the treatment would 
not be in an aerial form.

action group and authored a 
report on the status of 
women at UBC. 

Prior to her appointment 
as B.C.'s human rights offi¬ 
cer, she taught at Capilano 
College and the Women’s 
Centre in North Vancouver 
and set jap Capilano 
women's studies program.

Oilers and Capitals 
clash over Swede 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A tug-of-war over the 
rights to Swedish right winger Benjt Gustavsson 
between Washington Capitals and Edmonton Oilers 
could challenge the new peace treaty made by the 
National Hockey League and the World Hock¬ 
ey Association, the Washington Star said Tuesday. 

Gustavsson was drafted by the Capitals last June 
but is believed to have signed with the Oilers, one of 
four WHA teams involved in NHL expansion next 
year, two weeks ago. 

The Oilers will not admit they have the 21-year-old 
Gustavsson under contract until the NHL-WHA ex¬ 
pansion deal is completed next month, the Star 
reported. Then the Oilers are expected to argue he is 
their property. 

"Gustavsson has already signed with Edmonton,” 
said European scout Amc Stromberg. who helped the 
Caps sign Swedish imports Rolf Edbcrg and Leif 
Svensson for this season and aided in the selection of 
Gustavsson in the fourth round of last year’s ama¬ 
teur draft. 

Now, Stromberg is advising Caps general manager 
Max McNab to go after Gustavsson, described by the 
scout as "bigger and taller than Edberg, just as 
sound technically and ready to play in the NHL." 

Under the expansion agreement, the Oilers can 
protect two players and two goalkeepers on a priority 
list, exposing all other players with NHL ties to an 
immediate recall from the NHL cut. The Oilers are 
going to protect 18-year-old Wayne Gretzky, the Star 
said, and might protect Gustavsson, also. 

“We’re not sure what is going to happen,” said 
McNab. "Whatever decision that will be made, will 
be made without any panic." 

Larry Gordon, general manager of the Oilers, is in 
Hawaii this week and was unavailable for comment 
about Gustavsson. 

The Star said, however, he has told reporters in 
Edmonton there will be a news conference soon to 
announce that Gustavsson has signed with the 
Oilers.

Falcons linebacker 
dies after car crash 


ATLANTA (AP) — Allan

The city of v ictoria is try inyj to sell the 
old library building at Yates and Blan- 
sltard but Aid. Robin Blencoe say s council 
never agreed to put that building on the 
auction block. 

Advertisements appeared Ip the week¬ 
end newspapers inviting bids from the 
public on the purchase of the public 
library building. 

The ads explain that the premises con¬ 
sist of two buildings, the original Car¬ 
negie building and an addition built in the 
1950s. 

The ad invites prospective purchasers to 
bid on both buildings or on each separa¬ 
tely. 

Blencoe said in an interview that the sale 
of the original library building had never 
been discussed by city council. He said the 
building would be ideal for the city ar¬ 
chives "which are crying for space.” 

Blencoe said that when the four core 
municipalities agreed to move the central 
library from the existing premises to the 
new provincial government building on 
Broughton, they also agreed to sell the 
newer part of the existing quarters and dis- 
tribute the proceeds among the four muni¬ 
cipalities which own the addition. 

City manager James Bramley agreed 
that city council never discussed the sale 
of the old building, byt added that it was 

just good business practice" to invite 
bids on both buildings. 

He said that when the bids are in, council 
ssould have the last word. 


"Council may want to sell just one build¬ 
ing. both or none of them." he said 

Bramley added that it would be very 
costly to segregate Ihe tsso buildings be 
cause they were served'by a common 
healing system.
